The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (DEvELor- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information cn 
all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so tar as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial matters. As far as is 
possible, the Department supplies, on personal or written 
application, information with regard to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 
ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations cen- 
cerning Commercial Travellers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 
etc., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department. 

Arrangements are now in progress for the BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1920, and a Supplement of the ‘“‘Board 








of Trade Journal’ will shortly be issued giving detailed 
instructions to exhibitors. The Office dealing with Faiz 
matters is at 10, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2, to whxd 
address all enquiries should be made.

Confidential Information. 


SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle for 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private and confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
countries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickly as possible after its receipt. 


The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’’). 
It is not open to non-British traders. 


Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods.

FORM K. 


H.M. Consular Officers have received instructions to 
furnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
firms in their respective Consular Districts who can be 
recommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
facture. This information, which includes the commercial 





and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 
Kuropean references, goods particularly required, terms ef 
trading and language in which correspondence should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a preseribed 
form, which is known as Form K. 


In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages frem 


the ‘Form K”’ system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 


A system of co-operation between the Department o 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and Briti 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being 
attained as follows :— 


i. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 


The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in ‘‘Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with the 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa- 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chamber 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street, London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter.

EXPORTS TO GERMAN AUSTRIA. 
GENERAL LICENCE. 


In pursuance of an agreement reached by the Asso- 
ciated Powers, His Majesty's Government have decided 
that exports to German Austria may be resumed forth- 
with, and the Board of Trade have issued a General 
Licence under the Trading with the Enemy Legislation 
to give effect to this decision. 

The attention of exporters is called to the fact that 
goods sent to German Austria must be intended tor 
the internal needs of that country, and that connivance 
on their part at the re-exportation from German Austria 
of any such goods to any country with which the re- 
sumption of trade relations has not been approved will, 
unless such re-exportation has been expressly autho- 
rised by the Inter-Allied Commission in Vienna, render 
the exporter liable to prosecution. 

The exportation to German Austria will be permitted, 
_ without licence, of all goods except goods on Lists A 
and B of prohibited exports and the articles constituting 
List D mentioned in the Order of Council of 21st March. 
1919, but in the ease of the following articles on that 
list, namely :— 

Barbed wire, and implements for fixing and cutting 
same ; 
Camp equipment, articles of, and their component 
parts ; 
Clothing and equipment of a distinetly military 
character ; 
Electrical appliances adapted for use in war, and 
their component parts: 
Military wagons of all descriptions; Harness or 
horse equipment of a military character 
the export of which is forbidden solely on account of 
the military use to which they can be put. export will 
be permitted under licence if the evidence is clear that 
the shipments are destined for civil purposes. 
List D was published in our issue of 20th March.

CHANGES IN RESTRICTIONS. 

The President of the Board ot Trade, atter duly con- 
sidering the recommendations of the Consultative 
Council on Imports has given directions in regard to 
the Prohibitions of Import as follows :— 

1) That no ration is to be granted tor cotton hosiery 
other than in the piece, for which a ration ot 
50 per cent. of 1916 imports is to be allowed; 

(2) That no restrictions are to be retained on cotton 
yarn and grey and bleached cloth. other than 
cotton duck, after 30th April: 

(3) That dyed, coloured and printed cotton goods are 
to be admitted freelv from all sources; 

(4) That the present authority to admit 290,000 gros 
of boxes of matches monthly from Scandinavi: 
is to remain in force, and that an additiona! 
quantity not exceeding QO 000 gress of boxes 
monthly is to be allowed to be imported from 
Belgium : 
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(9d) That the lnportation of wild animals ine live 
birds is to be allowed to continue; 

(6) That the importation of works ot art should by 
allowed freely, but should be controlled by the 
issue of special licences. |

been issued tor the importation of dyed, coloured api 
printe <d cotton goods, general licences being already ; 
existence in respect of wild animals and live birds. "Ty, 
general licence for works of art has been withdrawn. |

IMPORT OF DYESTUEFES. 

The Trade and Licensing Committee ap pointed Ly 
the Board of Trade to administer the Prohibitioy 
Import (No. 2) Proclamation relating to the Import 
of dyestuffs give notice that as from and after the Mth 
April next the veneral licence which was given by 
them on the 27th February last in respect of the in. 
port of products covered by “the Proclamation but which 
are of bona-fide American, French and Swiss origiy 
will be revoked. All consignments which can be showy 
to the satisfaction of the Customs Authorities as having 
been en route from the place of origin in any of the 
countries mentioned above to the United Kingdom oy 
a through bill of lading on the 9th April, 1919, will be 
admitted without special licence, but in all other cases 
a permit must be obtained trom the Trade and Licensing 
Sub-Committee prior to the purchase abroad of (lye- 
stuffs or other products covered by the Proclamation

IMPORTS FOR TRANSHIPMENT. 

The Board of Trade announce that it has been decided 
that the Import Prohibitions need no longer be applied 
to goods brought to the United Kingdom for tranship- 
ment. It will, therefore, not be necessary to obtain 
the approval of the War Trade Department (Department 
of Export Restrictions) before bringing to this country 
goods which are import prohibited here bit are not 
export prohibited to the nnd of destination.

LICENCES ISSUED TO 297TH MARCH. 

We give below a table showing the total number of 
licences issued by the Petrol Control Department up 
to 29th March. ‘The classes are: 1, private cars; la, 
private cycles; 2, doctors’ cars; 3, hackney vehicles ; 
4 commercial vehicles; and 5, industrial processes. 

The comparison has been somewhat disturbed by the 
introduction of a new series in which licences for private 
eas and cycles are grouped together. The Department 
does not now issue separate licences for cars and cycles. 
The general result shown by the figures is that the 
numbers of full-duty and half-duty licences and those 
for hackney vehicles are now about the same as they 
vere in 1916, when restrictions were first imposed ; 
while those for commercial vehicles and industrial pro- 
cesses have considerably increased. The sixth issue in

During the war the Cameroons have been almost 
entirely cut off from trade with the outside world, and 
the number of firms and native traders at present trading 
in the British Occupied Territory furnish no indication 
as to the resources of the country or the possibilities 
of trade in the future. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Lack of communications with the coast is, of course, 
the great drawback to trade. Roads in all parts of the 
country are bad, and very few exist. The Germans 
had surveyed a road from Buen to Ossidinge, which was 
foundations and 


to be converted into a railroad. The 
stone piles of many bridges across the rivers on this 
route were eonstructed, and in 1915 thousands of 


labourers were to have begun the construction. The 
Germans had further surveyed a road from Nkongsamba 
to Chang, and this road, 54 miles length, is easily 
made suitable for wheeled traftic. 

During the British occupation, however, very little 
in the way of works of public utility has been done 
owing to shortage of staff. At present there are no 
definite plans for further railway extension, but the 
railway question will receive consideration when condi- 
tions are more settled. 

Victoria has an excellent harbour, although steamers 
seldom call. The town is connected with Buea, 12 
miles away, by a light railway or steam tram, but 
during the war nothing has been done by the plantation 
authorities upon whom the charge of replacing rolling 
stock devolves. There are only two firms established 
In the town at present, 

EconoMIc DIVISIONS. 

Both tropical and sub-tropical products can be Srow) 
in the territory, and the greater part of the country is 
rich belts of palm trees. The volcanic soil of the 
Cameroon Mountains is” very rich and _ prolific, but 
lacking in lime. 

In the north, the Chang Division trom an economic 
point of view is divided into two areas. The grassland, 
which is from 4,000 to 5,000 feet above sea level, has 
an area of about 800 square miles and consists of open, 
undulating country intersected by clear and swift 
streams. Another area of about 400 square miles con- 
sists of heavily wooded hills and a strip of plain with 
an elevation of only 400 feet above sea level. It is well 
watered, very fertile and closer to the railhead at Nkong- 
samba than the remainder of the division. The rainfall 
is heavy, and, like most parts of the Cameroons, the 
hiils are shrouded in mist during the rainy season. 

The Chang people are enterprising and just beginning 
to appreciate European commodities. They possess 
considerable economic wealth, apart from the money 
they can carn by working on the plantations. 

[In the remaining part of the Province is the Bamenda 
Division. The climate, soil and products are nearly 
the same asin Chang. The people are intelligent ne 
the country populous, and— Inost important of all— 
eminently suitable for European settlement. 


PALM KERNELS AND OILS. 


Rio del Rey forms a Jow-lying belt of rich palm oil 
country, and possesses “the advantage of a w aterway 
which enables steamers to go there for loading. With 
this advantage, Rio del Rey should easily rival Opobo, 
but it is essentially a black man’s country. 

In the Ossidinge Division there is another rich palm 
belt, but here direct communication with the coast is 
impossible, and produce must be taken by the Cross 
River, or by the railway from Nkongsamba through 
French territory—water transport being the cheaper. 
Tali, in this division, possesses the advantave of being 
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at the junction of the Bamenda, Chang, Buea road. 
and it would be suitable as a trading centre, as there 
is always a stream of people from Bamenda_ passing 
down to [kom for salt. There is no part of the Ossidingg 
district where the palm will not grow, and there are 
thousands of acres of virgin forest in which tt could be 
planted and cultivated 

That the Germans looked 
important centre for palm oil is borne out by the fact 
that they had erected there an elaborate plant for 
extracting the oil and cracking the kernel. In 1913, 
however, this plant was damaged by fire, and its ey. 
posure to the weather since that time has probably 
rendered it useless. 

Before the war the establishments in the district 
had numerous native agents scattered all over the 
country who could apparently buy the kernels very 
cheaply. There was afso a ple ntiful supply of carriers 
obtainable at 6d. a day. 

In the Chane Division there is an area of about 60,000 
acres of first-class otf palm land. With 40,000 medium 
and 20,000 acres of poor soil, it is estimated that 
2,500,000 palm oil trees might be grown, and transport 
to the French railhead offers no difficulties.

GFROUND NUTS. 

Ground nuts are being more and more extensive 
vrown, and it is estimated that in the future they will 
form the principal export. The present price varies 
from £7 to £10 per ton for the undecorticated nut, 
according to the Season. The nuts can be delivered at 
the railhead in French territory at £14 for the decorti- 
cated and £17 for the undecorticated nut. 


CEREALS, Fruirs and VEGETABLES. 

At Buea, Oats are being SYOWh OD the Govern:nent 
farms as an experiment, but it is too early to foresee 
the result. Maize grows well on the grassland area in 
Chang at an elevation of about 4,000 feet. In this 
district, and also in the mountains near Buea, European 
potatoes and nearly every kind of vegetable grow exeel- 
lently. The whole of West Afric “a could be e asily sup- 
plied with vegetables from this region—given a weekly 
niall service, Lor « eold storage ana moder ate tre ights— 
as there is direet communication with the harbour of 
Victoria, twelve miles away. 

A remarkable vegetable ft fat is found near Buea, called 
* Ngaby, procured from the fruit of a tree of that 
name. The smallest refining process converts it into 
a lard resembling beef marrow fat in appearance and 
with apparently the same properties. 

At Tiko, on the delta, the foundations of an excellent 
wharf have been laid. About 400 acres are under banana 
cultivation. The banana grown is quite as good as the 
Canary product, and the manufacture of banana flour 
has been started. 

OTHER Propucts. 

If the demand for rubber after the war be sufficiently 
creat to send up the price it might be profitable to 
tup the vine rubber, of which ther ‘re is a considerable 
quantity in the forests of Ossidinge. Firms at Ikom 
bought this rubber in 1917 at 9d. per Ib., but in 1918 
they would buy no more as the prices for Para fell 
so low. Ebony is to be found in abundance. 

On the volcanic soil of the Cameroon mountains are 
large and valuable cocoa plantations which make up 
almost the whole of the Victoria district. In the vicinity 
of the town grows the medicinal Mahombe bark, which 
is now becoming known, and for which a market has 
sprung up. At Buea, 3,500 feet up the mountains, 
quinine and tea grow. The Germans had been expeti- 
menting in both these products in specially established 
gardens. 

LIVESTOCK. 


Sheep, goats and pigs are numerous on the well- 
watered grassland in Chang. German figures show the 
number of sheep and goats at 176,960. “These animals 
thrive exceedingly well, and the mutton is excellent. 

Imported cattle, of which the Germans had a herd 
of 1,000 head, also do exceedingly well once they are 
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acclimatised, and the experiment of crossing them with 
the small native cattle was in progress when the war 
began. The former Government farm was at Jutitsa, 
n Chang, and this would form a good site for a cattle 
ranch for private individual enterprise. 

MINERALS. 


Large iron ore deposits are to be found in Bamenda. 
The native goes in for crude smelting, and makes hoes, 
eutlasses and knives, but through his lack of knowledge 
of smelting the implements break easily. 

Chalk is also found in the district, and coal very like 
that obtained from the United Kingdom was found at 
Chang and may have come from the surrounding 
districts. 

Salt springs abound in Ossidinge, but the amount of 
salt produced does not satisfy the native demand. Mica 
in small quantities is also found. 

The principal requirements of the natives are salt, 
for which there is a large market; cloth in the piece; 
ready-made clothes; hoes and matchets, which are 
sorely needed ; and soap, pipes and matches are among 
the minor articles in which a large trade could be done. 





GOVERNMENT WAR INSURANCE. 
PRELIMINARY STATEMENT OF RESULTS. 


A White Paper (Cmd. 98, price 2d.) has been issued, 
giving a preliminary statement of results of the various 
Government War Insurance Schemes. The figures are 
provisional and subject to correction as and when the 
claims for outstanding losses have been presented. A 
summary table, which is given at the end of this article, 
shows that the premiums received under the 25 schemes 
amounted to £197,797,800, the losses to £171,462,800, 
and the credit balance to £26,335,000. The whole of 
this credit balance of over 26 millions does not belong 
to the British Government. The profits made on the 
Belgian schemes (Nos. 11 and 18) are for the account 
of the Belgian Government, and a considerable portion 
of the profits made on the various neutral schemes are 
for the account of the French and Italian Governments. 
The profit on Scheme 10 (hulls of British steamers in 
French coal trade) is for the account of the French 
Government. This will reduce the total credit balance 
by about one-third, leaving something like 17 niillions 
to the credit of the British Government.

Early in the war, arrangements were made with the 
General Steam Navigation Company to maintain a regular 
service of steamers to Holland with a view to encouraging 
the importation of Dutch dairy and other produce into this 
country. The vessels could not be insured by the War Risks 
Associations in the ordinary way, because the voyages to 
Dutch ports were prohibited voyages under the Insurance 
Scheme, and it was arranged that the Board of Trade should 
insure these vessels themselves at a reasonable rate.

By October, 1916, the losses of Norwegian steamers, which 
hy Norwegian law have to be insured with the Norwegian 
War Risks Association, had become so heavy that special 
arrangements had to be made to enable the steamers to 
continue trading at reasonable rates of premium. It was 
therefore arranged that the Norwegian steamers engaged in 
Allied trades should be reinsured in London at rates and 
values agreed by the reinsurers. 

The rates of insurance have varied in accordance with the 
activity of the submarines. In agreement with the French 
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aud Italian Governments it was arranged that the three 
countries, England, France and Italy, should share in the 
urderwriting liabilities and that the insurance premium 
received should be credited to and the losses debited to the 
country in whose interest the steamer insured was trading.

January, 1919, was over £25,000,000. 

The balance in hand ir Norway to the credit of the

There are a number of steamers lost tor which payment 
has not for various reasons vet been made. In six cases in- 
volving a liability of over £350,000, the steamers are missing, 
and it is not vet decided whether the loss is due to war or 
marine risk. In other cases steamers have been lost through 
collision in convoy where the same doubt exists. 

Making what is considered ample provision for these out- 
standing cases, it is thought that the result will be a profit

CoMPENSATION SCHEMES. 


These schenies are not insurance schemes as no premiums 
have been charged, but they are noted here as they have 
been worked in conjunction with the insurance schemes. 

A scheme was started in October, 1914, for the payment 
of allowances to the dependants of the men serving in British 
merchant ships detained by the enemy at the cutbreak ot 
war, it being a condition of the arrangement that the 
owners or the War Risks Association should be responsible 
for the payment of 20 per cent. of the allowances. The 
scheme was subsequently extended to the dependants of men 
captured by the enemy on British ships. 

In May, 1915, a scheme was started for the payment ot 
compensation in the case of masters, oflicers and seamen who 
have lost their lives or been injured on British merchant 
ships through war perils. The scheme provides for the satis- 
faction in full of all legal rights under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act and for additional allowances. The amount 
paid under the Act exceeds £1,500,000. Pensions are pay- 
able to the widows and there are allowances for the children. 
The annual amount at present (February, 1919) being paid 
under the scheme in respect of pensions and allowances is 
about £350,000. 

These two schemes are administered by the War Risks As- 
sociations which deal with the insurance of merchant ships. 

There is also a compensation scheme for fishermen applic- 
able in the case of vessels insured in the British Fishing 
Vessels War Risks Association, it being an essential part ot 
the arrangement that the owners should contribute towards 
the payments made. 

Early in the war a Committee was set up to deal with the 
cases in which officers and seamen had lost effects on British 
ships before the men had an opportunity cf insuring their 
effects under the Government scheme which started in March, 
1915. The sums awarded by this Committee amount to about 
£18,000. 

As stated in the note on Scheme 21, compensation for loss 
of eflects through war risks was granted after August, 1917. 
without payment of premium. Compensation for loss of 
effects was also granted before this date in the case of vessels 
on Government service. The total payments made under 
these schemes up to 31st January, 1919, amount to approxt- 
mately £936,000. 

Since Ist September, 1917, owners of property in the 
United Kingdom of an aggregate value not exceeding F5GBO 
have been entitled to compensation in the event of their 
property being damaged or destroved as a result of air-raid 
or bombardment: owners of property exceeding £500 in 
valne were also entitled to compensation if the excess over 
£500 was insured under the Government Aircraft and Bom- 
hardment Insurance Scheme. 5.553 awards have been made 


by the Air Raid Compensation Committee up to 28th 
February, 1919, the amount awarded heing £101,402 18s. 5d.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The value of the Imports into the United Kingdom dur- 
ing March (£105,772,000) shows a decrease of £1,301,000. 
when compared with the previous month. The total exports 
(£62,058,000) were greater by £10,024,000; the increase in 
the value of exports of produce and manufactures of the 
United Kingdom accounting for £6,194,000 of this amount. 
The excess of imports over exports (£43,715,000) was smaller 
than in any month since October, 1917.

IMPORTS. 


During March the imports of food, drink and tobacco 
were £2,911,000 greater than in February. There was a 
decrease of £650,000 in the value of grain and flour, and 
of £2,165,000 in meat. On the other hand, dutiable goods 
showed an increase of £3,939,000, sugar contributing 
£2.215,000 of this amount, currants £680,000, tea £609,000, 
and coffee £417,000. The value of tobacco was greater by 
£1,462,000. The imports of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured diminished by £5,266,000; a de- 
crease of £7,577,000 in the value of cotton being partly offset 
by an increase of £959,000 in rubber, while the resumption 
of the importation of ostrich feathers accounted for 
£298,000. Articles wholly or mainly manufactured were 
greater in value by £1,209,000, the principal items con- 
tributing to this being leather (£1,077,000), machinery 
(£474,009), metals and manufactures thereof (£556,000), and 
varns and textile fabrics (£493,000). In chemicals, drugs, 
dyes and colours there was a decrease of £408,000, and the 
unspecified articles in the miscellaneous group were less by 
£1,113,000. . 

Exports. 


Exports of produce and manufactures of the United King- 
dom were notable as showing the highest monthly total ever 
recorded—£53,108,000. Of the increase of £6,194,000, com- 
pared with the value for the previous month, raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured accounted for 
£2,486,000 (due chiefly to an increase of £2,027,000 in the 
value of coal, coke and manufactured fuel exported), and 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured for £3,209,000, the 
principal increases in this class being iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof (£1,536.000), machinery (£396,000), 
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varns and textile fabrics other than of cotton, wool or ilk 
(£433,000), and cycles, motor cars, motor cycles and parts 
thereof (£540,000). Cotton yarns and fabrics showed a de. 
crease of £1,059,000. 

Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise were 
£3,830,000 in excess of the total for February, the mos 
ncetable increases being food and drink £1,682,000 (includ. 
ing meat—£696,000) and rubber £705,000. 

A comparison of the values for the first quarter of 1919 
with those for the corresponding period of 1918, shows an 
increase of £42,207,000 in the imports, £36,318,000 of this 
being due to food, drink and tobacco, and £5,463,000 i, 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured. The 
value of the meat imported in the quarter was £13,816,009 
greater than in 1918, and tobacco rose by £6,573,000. The 
following are the principal increases in the raw materials 
class: —Qil seeds, nuts, ete., £3,996,000, wool £3,516,000, 
wood and timber £1,794,000, and hides and undressed skins 
£1,408,000; the imports of cotton show a decline gf 
£7,240,000 during the quarter, with a corresponding de- 
crease In quantity. 

The exports of produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom increased by £30,598,000, the principal contribu- 
tors being coal, coke and manufactured fuel £5,642,090, 
cotton yarns and fabrics £6,500,000, woollen yarns and 
fabrics £6,249,000, other yarns and fabrics £1,693,000, iron 
and steel and manufactures thereof £3,081,000, machinery 
£1,515,000, and chemicals, drugs, dyes and _ colours 
£1,776,000. 

The increase of £9,507,000 in the exports of foreign and 
colonial merchandise was due mainly to meat £3,310,000, 
other food and drink £1,865,000, chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
colours £1,140,000, and rnbber £1,386,000.

CANADA. 
INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN ALBERTA. 


(From the Imperial Trade Correspondent.) 
CALGARY. 


During the first two months of this year the situation in 
the Province of Alberta has been normal. The mild weather 
up to the 20th February did away with any hardships that 
severe weather would have engendered, though the effect 
on the local coal mines, by reason of small coal consumption. 
necessitated working only two or three days per week. 

The lignite coals of Alberta are not suitable for storage. 
and therefore little mining is done in the summer time, and 
the winter output is only about sufficient to meet the 
demand. There are some bituminous coals in Alberta that 
are storable, but facilities for storing any large quantity 
have, so far, not been undertaken. 

Trading conditions have been normal in comparison with 
other years, and financial conditions can be considered to be 
on a reasonable level. 


INpcstrRIAL RESEARCH. 


Early in February a meeting was held in Edmonton ef 
the business men of Alberta with a view to get the Local 
Government to appoint a Minister of Industries and start 
a Research Bureau.

CROPS. 

The heavy snowfall in early March should render the 
yestion of moisture for seeding less difficult than appeared 
to be the case.

It will depend on 
spring rains before anything in the nature of an estimate 
can be made of the probable crop, but the area of land 
ynder seed is likely to be greater than that of 1918. 

Construction Work. 

Construction work for the year is not yet published. The

O1n-TANK STATIONS. 


It will be noted that the Imperial Oil Company are figur- 
ing on an extensive increase in tankage stations throughout 
the West, putting 85,000 gallon tanks at some points, and 
setting up distributing centres where tanks holding from 
500,000 te 1,000,000 gallons will be erected.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
WAR TAX ON INCOMES. 


The Straits Settlements ‘‘Gevernment Gazette’’ of the 30th 
January publishes an Ordinance imposing a War Tax on 
Incomes, to take effect as from the lst January. 

All companies whose income is not wholly taxed in the 
United Kingdom or in any British Possession must deliver 
before the 30th June a statement of their income during the 
last financial year prior to 27th March, 1919. All companies 
carrying on newly-set-up businesses must deliver such a 
statement within three months of their completing twelve 
months’ trading. Assessment will be made on the income 
received, or to be received by companies in the year for 
which the assessment is made, and as regards newly-set-up 
companies it will be made on the income received during the 
last financial year. 

Where a resident company is selling goods in the Colony 
on account of a non-resident company, the company on 
whose account the goods are sold shall, if the income cannot 
be otherwise ascertained, be deemed to have derived from 
such sale an income to be determined at a figure not 
exceeding the equivalent of five per cent. of the price at 
which the goods were sold. 

This War Tax shall be paid at the rates set out in the 
following scale :—

PAYMENT oF Tax. 

The “Government Gazette’ of 14th February contains 
rules made by the Governor in Council in continuation of this 
Ordinance. 

All employers of labour must notify the Collector of all 
persons leaving or entering their employment or leaving the 
Colony, or being transferred to another office of employment 
within the Colony within one month of such cessation or 
commencement of employment. 

Every employer shall in the months of April, July, October. 
1G19, and January, 1920, pay to the Collector the amount of 
tax deducted by him from the salaries or pensions paid by 
him to his employees during the preceding quarter. 

Companies carrying on two or more distinct businesses in 
the Colony may sci off a loss incurred in one or more of such 
husinesses against the profits of the others, and this will also 
hold in case of a branch business in a neighbouring country 
carried on in the same name and style as the head office, 
provided there is a central account in the Colony into which 
profits or losses of such branch always have been brought into 
account.

EUROPE. 


ITALY. 
CRITICISMS OF HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEMES. 


There are great expectations in Italy of saving in the 
nationai consumption of coal, particularly in railway trac- 
tion and industry, by the wide extension of the use of 
hitherto untapped sources of water-power. 

The President of the Higher Council of the Water Com- 
mission reviewed the question at a recent meeting of the 
Commission, during which he stated that great and im- 
portant projects, involving the production of some three 
million nominal h.p. have been examined by the Com- 
mission; and now that the war is over the question arises 
how far it is the duty of the State to co-operate actively 
in the promotion and the profits of such work. 

As a warning he stated that unless the utmost caution 
is applied, there is a serious risk that most of the concessions 
demanded may continue their existence only upon paper. 
The reasons for this view, he added, were that almost every- 
where the Italian water-courses, which can be easily em- 
ployed have already been adapted, while the only favourable 
openings are those cases of the rivers in which the neighbour- 
nood of a close network of railways has hitherto hindered 
water-power development ; whereas most of the new projects 
would require very large capital expenditure for reservoirs 
in the mountains, and the profits would in many cases be 
doubtful. Again, he said, it will be difficult to sell large 
supplies of power in the most fertile areas, since, with the 
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exception of Southern Italy and the Islands, not much re- 
mains to be done in the way of the application of power for 
electric light and small -motor use, the sale of which is 
always highly remunerative; only the application for big 
electro-chemical and electro-siderurgical plants remaining 
available. 

In regard to both these applications the expectations of 
the public are unbounded, while serious men of business are 
highly sceptical. 

Some of the plants suggested, such as those for metal 
working, in which electric energy is only applied for the 
production of heat, would, in his view, be so costly that the 
same heat could be obtained more economically even by the 
use of coal at 300 lire a ton. 

As to electro-chemical applications, conditions are different 
theoretically, since electricity is employed largely as such, 
or, anvhow, such processes cannot be conducted by the com- 
bustion of coal. But in practice electricity for such pur- 
poses cannot be produced sufficiently cheaply, except where 
part of the power can be sold at very satisfactory prices for 
lighting or small motor power. 

Electro-traction remains to be considered. as being the 
only application in which the electric kilowatt can replace 
a more costly use of coal. And here, again, it is not the 
present want of electric power which hinders electrification, 
but the financial difficulty of applying the change to more 
than 2,000 kilometres of the railway system. 

Even if this use of power were doubled or trebled, not 
more than 4 per cent. or 5 per cent. of the energy proposed 
to be generated would be absorbed for several years. 

The President also criticised the use of electricity for 
domestic heating. His general conclusion would appear to 
be that. while there are cases where the public advantage 
demands the extension of water schemes, even if unlikely 
for the present to be remunerative, the State will have to 
assume a share of the capital expenditure and the profit or 
loss. But nothing suggests that, if coal can be laid down on 
the Italian market at a reasonable cost, as before the war, 
there will not be a sufficient demand in spite of all the 
electrical developments of a good number of years to come. 

In a recent issue of the ‘‘Corriere Economico’”’ the pessi- 
mistic conclusions of the President of the Water Commission 
are strongly attacked by a correspondent, especially with 
reference to the use of electricity for domestic heating 
purposes. The argument is largely technical, but the con- 
clusion is that electricity can hold its own, even at present 
prices, with coal and gas. 





NETHERLANDS. 


TRADE OF ROTTERDAM IN 
(From H.M. Commercial Counsellor.) 


Tare Hacvue. 

The Rotterdam Chamber of Commerce has published its 
report for 1918, and although conditions in that year were 
extremely adverse, a hope is expressed in the Report that 
Rotterdam wili shortly regain its place as the sixth port in 
the .world. 

To regain this position, it is pointed out that new open- 
ings for trade and industry will have to be sought for, on 
account of the fact that the hinterland on which Rotter- 
dam’s prosperity was entirely dependent has, owing to the 
war, become impoverished, and transit trade will therefore 
not be quite so advantageous as formerly. 

Whatever the political situation will be on the Rhine, 
there is no doubt that it will remain a principal artery of 
trade, and will always be able to compete with artificial 
advantages accorded for harbours not situated on it. 

During the war several new industries have been taken 
up in Rotterdam, but owing to shortage of raw materia] 
these have not been developed to their fullest capacity. 
Where Rotterdam is developing more and more in the direc- 
tion of an industrial centre, the advisability of instituting 
a free port has been discussed ; but as this would concentrate 
a considerable number of industries on a very small area, 
the Chamber does not consider this course the right one, a 
far better method being to arrange the fiscal facilities in 
such a way that raw material and the finished article can 
be imported and expcrted without difficulties, no matter 
where the manufacture takes place. The Chamber is 
naturally of the opinion that free trade for the Netherlands 
will be of the greatest advantage to Rotterdam, the chief 
source of income being the transit trade, so that all fiscal 
interference forms an insuperable obstacle. 


FINANCE. 


As regards financial activities during 1918, a point is made 
of the further issue of bank capital, especially of such banks 
as find their chief field of operations in the Dutch Colonies. 
The chief issue was the Netherlands State Loan (44 per cent.) 
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of f1.500,000,000, which was followed by a temporary loan of 
f1.350,000,000. Although the total amount of loans anq 
capital issued in 1918 was f1.200,000,000 more than in 1917, 
this would not have been the case had not the Governmen; 
issued the above loans. 

The class of investments offered to the public was differen; 
to that in 1917, when considerable amounts were issued for 
industrial and commercial purposes. Generally speaking, 
those banks which operated chiefly in Rotterdam increaseq 
their dividends, the average being about 10 per cent. The 
total amount cleared through the Rotterdam clearing house 
(of which nine banks are members) amounted jo 
fi.1,830,872,794. The number of bankruptcies amounted to 
134, against 148 in 1917, but of these a few took place at 
Gouda and Schiedam, leaving actually only 115 bankrupts 
who were domiciled at Rotterdam. 

On account of the fact that considerable profits from war 
risk insurance diminished during the year owing to cesga. 
tion of trade generally, insurance companies were forced to 
find a further field for their activities. It is a remarkable 
fact that the premiums for fire insurance on this account were 
not raised in accordance with the increase of risks. 

A considerable amount of business was done from the 
general rise in values of insured property. 


SHIPPING. 


As regards the New Waterway, it is remarked that no 
improvements were made, but that dredging was continued, 
825,006 cubic metres being removed, as compared with 
1,137,000 in 1917. 

The total clearings in the New Waterway comprised:— 
2,100 steamships and 486 sailing ships, a total of 2,586 of 
2,577,321 registered tons (net), as compared with 2.881 and 
243 respectively, a total of 2,673,054 tons in 1917. Over and 
above this number, 786 fishing vessels were cleared, against 
1.389 in 1917. | 

The decrease in steamers was 374 less than in 1917, and 
2,096 less than in 1916, and the average tonnage was 58 
per cent. less than in 1917. 

The influence of the Armistice was immediately felt, and 
where the monthly clearings up to October amounted to 
70-&0,000. the figures for October-November-December were 
115,731, 196,728, and 327,949 tons respectively. » 

According to the statistics contained in the report, the 
total movements in the harbour for 1918 amount to exactly 
1-10th of those in 1913, the only parts of the world with 
which direct business was done being Europe and America, 
no direct sailings having taken place to either Asia or 
Africa. 

Harbour dues amounted to f1.718,866, against 777,514 in 
the preceding vear, and against 2.922.838 in 1913. 

RaIneE TRAFFIC. 

As regards inland traffic on the Rhine, it is interesting 
to note that Dutch owners of Rhine tugs have left their 
steamers in Germany, where they have found sufficient 
employment on a satisfactory basis. Generally speaking, 
there was sufficient traffic on the German part of the river 
to keep them employed, and the difficulties raised by 
Germany against the usual exports of coal and iron greatly 
decreased the downward traffic. 


MERCANTILE MARINE. 


The total Dutch commercial fleet was increased by 58 
steamers, aggregating 73,724 tons, which figures would have 
been considerably larger had Germany not raised such diff 
culties as regards the delivery of raw material. It is also 
noted that several of the shipbuilding yards have formed a 
close alliance with ship-owning companies. 





AFRICA. 


BELGIAN CONGO. 


AFTER-WAR TRADE PROSPECTS. 
(From the British Consul ) 








Boma. 


During the war there has been no local production of goods 
hitherto imported into the Boma district of the Belgian 
Congo, with the exception of soda water. When mineral 
water can be imported from Europe at pre-war prices, the 
consumption, and therefore the production, of the local soda 
water, which is of a very inferior quality, will be reduced to 
the pre-war conditions. The position of stocks of imported 
manufactured goods is very small as compared with normal 
pre-war period. The Government, the railway company, a0 
merchants have practically no reserves in their possession. 
They have to rely upon whatever cargo arrives from over- 
seas. This remark refers also to imported food. The stocks 
of flour and most other imported articles of food and kero- 
sene, are practically exhausted. 
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I~ is not considered that the future demand will be 
reduced from the normal pre-war volume owing to increases 
at price, because the wages and earnings of the natives 
have very much increased during the war. 


Exports. 

Exports from this territory have largely increased. The 
acumulated stocks, which consist principally of palm 
kernels, will be readily absorbed by the markets ; the question 
of price will depend upon the demand in Europe and the 
(nited States of America, as well as the competition from 
other colonies. The local opinion is that the price will not 


be reduced. 
The following statistics of exports may be of interest : —

A very small quantity of coffee was exported in 1916 and 
1917, and a small number of raffia sacks were exported to 
the Belgian Army in France. 

There is plenty of rice in the Upper Congo, but great 
scarcity in the lower part of the Colony owing to the decorti- 
cating machines being out of order, the scarcity of river 
steamers and the rolling stock of the railway company. 


DIVERSION OF TRADE. 

Nearly all imported articles from other countries, except 
‘rom the United Kingdom and the Union of South Africa, 
have decreased. No encouragement of imports was re- 
ceived, and no new banking or steamship or distributing 
facilities were established during the war. 

Before the war the imports from Belgium amounted to 
3) per cent. of the total, those from the United Kingdom to 


30 per cent., and from other countries to 20 per cent. Now 
that Belgium cannot supply anything, imports from the 


United Kingdom amount to about 90 per cent. Within the 
last 12 months a fair amount of provisions has been imported 
from the Union of South Africa. 

Imports from the Union of South Africa during the vear 
1918 amount, according to the calculation of the Director 
des Affaires Economiques, to about £300,000 out of a total 
of about £2,000,000. These imports include coal and various 
merchandise ordered by the Government of the Belgian 
Congo, as well as explosives and material imported ria the 
Fast Coast of Africa for the gold mines of Kilo and Moto. 

A few thousand tons of palm kernels and some palm oil 
and copal have been shipped to the United States of America 
and to the Union of South Africa. 


GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS AFFECTING DEMAND. 

This country is not suitable for agricultural! pursuits 
except in the high plateaus, and, owing to the difficulties and 
the excessive rate of transport and the charges made by 
dealers, local agriculture will have little effect on the im- 
ports of foodstuffs or on any other imports. The demand 
for imported articles will increase as long as there is a 
suficient demand for produce which is, and has been, the 
staple export of this Colony. 

All important financial arrangements for commerce :nd 
mining have been, and will in the future be made in 
Europe. Most local commercial undertakings are com- 
panies floated and capitalised in Europe. Many of them have 
a large proportion of German capital, whilst most Portu- 
guese merchants are working with German capital. 

Pustic Works. 

Public works were suspended during the war. Motor 
roads are to be constructed in various parts of the interior. 
Water works for Boma and Kinshasa are in contemplation, 
as well as a large quay at Boma. A number of dwelling- 
houses and offices are to be erected by the Government, and 
some private enterprises in Boma, Kinshasa, Coquilhatville. 
and Stanleyville. Most of the buildings in these towns are 
ina bad state of repair; they also require re-furnishing.

JAPAN. 


FINANCIAL POSITION IN OSAKA. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 








OSAKA. 


The following views are expressed by a prominent Osaka 
lanker on the financial position of industrialists as a result 
of the termination of the war. Pessimistic reports have 
been appearing in local newspapers, and rumours have been 
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circulated as to the stability of some of the leading 
merchants of this city and Kobe. It is stated that prominent 
shipowners and importers, notably of iron and steel, dyes 
and chemicals, have sustained such serious losses as to be 
on the verge of bankruptcy. 


IRON AND STFEL. 


According to this authority, it is necessary to distinguish 
between the established merchant and the upstart. To 
take the dealers in iron and steel. The leading members, he 
states, of the iron market were, even before the war, very 
scund. They have added to their wealth since, and can 
aiford now to lose money. It is reported that most of them 
cut their losses by selling back the goods they had ordered 
on the American market, which was less panicky than the 
Japanese, The trcuble is the small men with no outside 
resources. li they are allowed to go bankrupt and sell at 
ruinous losses on a falling market, they will affect the 
dealers just above them, who will go, too, and then a panic 
may be caused. Therefore the big dealers are said to be 
forming a ring to take over the stocks of the small men 
and prevent their being thrown on the market. 


SHIPBUILDING. 


The rock ahead is stated to be the delivery of ships now 
on the stocks, and which have been contracted for at over 
700 ven a ton. <A leading shipowner has, under existing 
contracts, to take delivery within the next few months of, 
it is said, some haif-dozen ships of 10,000 tons at a price, 
variously stated, but certainly over 700 ven per ton dead- 
weight. Seeing that the present market value, if such a 
thing exists at the moment, is about 300 yen per ton, this 
is a dificult proposition. No doubt the danger will be met 
by a compromise, but the problem is a serious one in 
shipping circles. 

Banks. 

The banks were very scared in November and December 
at the falling prices, and there was a tendency to shut down 
on all dealings in metals. Such conduct would have been 
suicidal, and it is said that a modus vivendi between the 
banks and the dealers has been established. 

Since the scare of the winter of 1916 the banks have been 
very conservative. Rather than advance money against 
metals, chemicals, ships, etc., the value of which was an 
unknown quantity, they have preferred to lend money on 
the general credit of the individual. If the client was one 
of established reputation they might extend him a short 
term loan on his note of hand. If for a long time, they would 
require outside security. The result is that it is equally 
absurd to speak of a bank as having advanced money 
against goods bought on a rising market, which is now 
falling. 

These remarks are intended to controvert the excessive 
pessimism now current. 

Without. however, speaking of the future, the actual 
position, it is stated, does not justify alarmist reports.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1918. 


Philippine foreign trade in the calendar year 1918 
continued to show the expanding effect of war prices, 
according to cable information received by the United 
States Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department. 

Total imports amounted to 98,599,212 dols., an increase 
of 50 per cent. over those of 1917, while the export tota! 
increased from 95,604,307 dols. to 135,682,536 dols. In 
these larger figures for the year American trade continued 
to be dominant, constituting 60 per cent. of all imports 
and two-thirds of all exports. 

Exports of manila hemp amounted to 166,586 long tons, 
and almost doubled the high figure reached in 1917. Prices 
averaged higher, however, in a year characterised by 
Government price-control extending over several months, 
and the total value of 58,191,550 dols. was 11.000.000 dols. 
in excess of that of the previous year. 











INDUSTRIAL, Fiscan AND Soctat. DEVELOPMENTS. 


Important Acts of the Philippine Legislature include an 
appropriation of 30,000,000 pesos for the extension of free 
education to all of the children of the islands, and increasing 
salaries of teachers 30 per cent.; providing for a geological 
survey of commercial oil fields; for the extension of the 
Government railroad lines; revision of the internal revenue 
law; establishment of Philippine income tax; constituting 
a metropolitan district for the extension and conservation 
of the water supply of Manila, and for a comprehensive 
sewer system,

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT FOR 
(From H.M. Minister.) 
Santo DoMINGo. 








1918. 


The year 1918 was from a commercial point of view one of 
uncertainty and fluctuations for the Dominican Repubiic. 
These were due mainly to trade restrictions in foreiga 
markets, uncertainty regarding tonnage space, and the 
sudden cessation of hostilities. The cost of purchases abroad, 
as well as freight rates, increased greatly, while the price of 
local produce fell at times to very low levels. In consequence 
the year was not nearly so prosperous as its predecessor, but 
was not unsatisfactory as a whole, and the rapid rise towards 
the end of the year of the value of much of the local produce 
should furnish an excellent basis for increased trading in 
1919. 

The country continued its gradual development, and there 
is no donbt that the wealth of the Republic is steadily 
increasing. Its productive power and purchasing capacity 
are both considerably greater than before the war, partly 
in response to attractive war prices, but more as a result of 
the security and freedom from destruction and waste enjoyed 
under United States administration. 

Since the establishment of the Military Government the 
national financial position has greatly improved. Not only 
is local commerce benefited by the regular payment of Govern- 
ment obligations, but considerable sums are becoming avail- 
able for the systematic development of the Republic. 

The chief problems to be faced at present are the shortage 
of labour and the question of land titles. Their solution is 
essential to the rapid development of the country. 


Pcustic Dest AND REVENUE. 


Customs receipts for the year amounted to 4,318,815 dols. 
(£888,615), or about 1,000,000 dols. (£205,761) less than in 
1917. This seems to have been due to the greatly increased 
eost of imports, as the value of goods imported in 1918 was 
considerably greater than in the preceding year. In addition 
to paying the interest on the whole nominal amount of the 
20,000,000 dols. (£4,115,226) loan of 1907, nearly 800,000 
dols. (£164,609) was available for the Sinking Fund, or 4 
per cent. of the whole original amount. It is reckoned that, 
if Customs collections merely maintain the average of the 
last two years, the total external debt will be cancelled in 
about ter years. 

The internal debt of the Republic, represented by claims 
against previous Governments, is estimated at about 
4,000,000 dols. (£1.028.806), which will be paid, as the claims 
become approved, ky the issue of Government bonds bearing 
5 per cent. interest. A few small claims were so paid in 
December, 1918. 
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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Iimportations into the Republic in 1918 were valued x 
19,736,152 dols. (£4,060,937), as compared with 17,400 Og; 
dols. (£3,580,260) in 1917. At the time of writing no detailed 
figures are available, but the Customs collections woyj 
indicate that in spite of the increase in the total value g 
importations in 1918, the actual quantities imported wer, 
considerably less than in 1917. Imports of sugar machinery 
which pays a very low rate of duty, probably accounted §), 
a large part of the increase. 

SUGAR. 

The exports were a little disappointing. especially 
regards the two principal crops—sugar and cocoa. The tota) 
value exported was 22,372,344 dols. (£4,603 ,363), or a fractioy 
less than in 1917. Instead of the large sugar exports antic. 
pated, a decrease of 11,466 tons was recorded. This decreas 
Is partly accounted for by the late rains, which prevented 
any part of the 1918-19 crop being exported during 1918 
and also partly to the greater local consumption of velloy 
sugar owing to the difficulty in importing the refined article. 
but principally to shortage of labour, cane fires, ete. 

Coco,. 

The decrease in the cocoa crop was principally due to 
diminished yield, but the lack of interest arising from loy 
prices may have been a contributory cause. Possibly par: 
of the crop was held in the country owing to tonnage diffcyl. 
ties. The quantity exported, about 18,839 tons, was the 
smallest for many years, and about 5.000 tons less than jp 
Siz. 

ToBacco. 

Tobacco exports showed a big increase. being the largest 
hoth as regards quantity and value of recent times, and show- 
ing in both respects an increase of 100 per cent. over those 
for 1917. 

CoFFEE AND Honey. 

Both the quantity and value of the coffee exported in the 
vear were double those of the previous year. The value cj 
the honey exported showed a phenomenal increase, being 
greater by nearly 150 per cent. than in 1917, and about eigh 
times the value in normal years. 


Pusiic WorKS:. 


The large surplus of revenue over expenditure has enabled 
the Government to adopt a more ambitious programme for 
i919, especially in the direction of public works, education, 
and agriculture. 

Britisn TRADE. 

No figures regarding British imports into this country are 
available at the present time, but they were undoubtedly 
reduced owing to high prices, high freight rates, export re- 
strictions, and in some cases the difficulty in getting orders 
filled. British cotton manufactures continued to be in good 
demand, and, with the return of peace conditions, inquiries 
are likely to be renewed for such regular British supplies as 
salvanised iron, jute bags, paints and oils, etc., and also for 
certain articles formerly mainly supplied by Germany, ¢.9.. 
china and glassware, cutlery, enamel ware, as well as mant- 
factures of leather and paper. A large share of the rice 
trade, once practically monopolised by Germany, should 
remain in British hands. 

Difficulties in cbtaining manufactured articles in the 
United States, the nearest source of supply, coupled with the 
abnormal prices, are turning the attention of local importers 
io the possibilities of other markets, more particularly the 
United Kingdom, A large selling agency devoted to the sale 
of British goods is likely to be established in the Republic 
during the present year. Better facilities for transportation 
are, however, essential for any great development of British 
trade. Direct steamship communication with the United 
Kingdom or, failing that, a regular service to Jamaica ot 
-ome adjacent British Possession, would appear to be im- 
peratively required. There is some possibility of a direct 
line being established to Canada, which country of late years 
has received the greater part of the local sugar, by far the 
hulkiest portion of the exports. 

Prosprects ror 1919. 

Although the sugar estates have continued to expand and 
improve their grinding facilities, and the large Central 
fomana estate will for the first time mill a part of its own 
cane instead of exporting it, labour troubles and the late 
rains are likely to prevent the sugar crop being an abnormally 
iarge one. Prices continue very good, but costs of operation 
are steadily increasing. The cocoa plantations in many parts 
of the country appear to be suffering from disease, and are 
giving a diminished yield until it can be remedied. The long 
drought in the north of the Republic is likely to have an 
unfavourable effect on the tobacco crop. The future of some 
of the minor forms of produce, ¢.q., honey, wax. hides and 
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materials for tanning and dyeing, depends so much upon 
developments abroad that it is useless to make any forecast 
-oncerning them. 

With regard to imports the demand for manutactured 
articles, building materials, etc., is likely to be strong as 
on as prices and freight rates begin to decrease, as in many 
ases onlv very small stocks are held. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

In spite of various difficulties, good progress was made 
juring the year on the sections of road already begun. Sur- 
reys were also made of the road between La Vega and the 
-apital, and work on it was already in progress towards the 
ond of the vear. This road, which will afford land communica- 
tion between the north and south of the Republic, has long 
been regarded as one of the most essential projects for the 
development of the country. A contract has been let for a 
ction of the road from La Vega southwards, and the Public 
Works Department is itself undertaking the work at the 
<outhern end. As plans are also being carried out for the 
completion of the road system between La Vega and Meonte 
Cristy this road will ultimately furnish through communica- 
tion from the capital to Monte Cristy by way of the im- 
portant towns of La Vega, Moco, and Santiago, and will con- 
nect the capital with the railway systems of the north. 

One recent development of interest has been the partia! 
improvement of rough trails existing in the south, so that 
smewhat hazardous communication was possible during dry 
weather all the way trom Seibo, via San Pedro de Macoris, 
Santo Domingo and Azua to San Juan. This, together with 
the construction of sections of macadamised road near the 
principal towns, has increased the use of automobiles to a 
surprising extent. 

Ports AND Harbours. 


The new pier at Puerto Plata was completed during the 
rear and work was begun on new docks at San Pedro de 
Macoris. New Custom-houses and deposn: have been com- 
pleted at Puerto Plata and the capital, and should consider- 
ably facilitate the handling of cargo. The harbour at Puerto 
Plata has been dredged to a depth of 21 feet, and dredging 
yperations are in progress at San Pedro de Macoris and Santo 
Domingo, at both of which it is hoped to maintain a depth 
of 20 feet. 

SHIPPING. 

Practically all the foreign trade during the year was carried 
on by United States vessels, and New York was the im- 
mediate destination of almost all the exports. Considering 
the war situation the Republic received very favourable 
treatment in respect to tonnage, and United States naval 
transports on several occasions relieved the situation by 
carrying cargoes to the United States. It is doubtful 
whether any large stocks of produce were eventually left 
unshipped owing to lack of space. 

MINERALS. 


Acompany has obtained various mining concessions, and is 
having them surveyed. Nickel ore is said to exist in them 
along with other metals, but no definite reports are available 
vet. 

The oil-boring operations at Azua are understood to he 
“iving more promising results, and it is hoped that when 
hetter machinery arrives a daily output of from 300 to 400 
barrels may be obtained. Even so small a supply would be 
very welcome in a country where fuel is so dear. 

BANKING.

September last.

the Decree. cailed for the submission of claims. and it is 
‘lggested that the following procedure should be adopted 
oY creditors in the United Kingdom of enemy firms in Havti 
which are being liquidated by the Havtian Government. 
even by those creditors who have already filed their claims at 
the Banque Nationale de la Republique d’ Haiti. 

1, Extracts of account should be in accordance with the 
requirensents of the notice printed below,.* and should he 
Certified as true by a notary public. The signature of the 
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attesting notary should be legalised by the nearest Haytian 
Consul. 

2. The claims should ‘be accompanied by a power of 
attorney appointing a person. in Hayti to represent the 
crediter. This person should be the creditor’s usual cor- 
respondent. Where the creditor has no correspondent in 
Hayti, the power of attorney may be granted to the British 
Vice-Consul, Port-au-Prince. In this latter case the power 
of attorney should give the Vice-Consul the power to appoint 
any person to act on his behalf. 

3. Correspondence should in the first imstance be 
addressed by creditors to the person in whose favour the 
power of attorney has been made. 

*In accordance with the Law of the 13th November, 1918, 
and the Arreté of the 10th December, creditors of firms com- 
pulsorily liquidated are invited to send their accounts to 
the liquidators. These accounts, together with all docu- 
ments in support thereof, should be accompanied by a list 
of these in triplicate.

CREATION OF INLAND WATERWAYS 
COMMISSION. 


H.M. Minister at Brussels reports the establishment of 
Belgian Waterways Commission, whose functions will be to 
prepare a programme for the exploitation and organisation 
of navigable waterways. The Commission will work under 
the Ministry of Railways, Marine Posts and Telegraphs, and 
will complete the work of the Inter-Allied Waterways Com- 
mission. 





SWITZERLAND. 


THE RHINE HARBOUR AT BASLE. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 





BASLE. 


Work is to be begun at once on the Rhine Harbour at 
Basle, the necessary subsidy from the Federal Government 
having been granted. The cost of this work will be about 
5,000,000 frs. 

A Rhine Navigation Company, capital 5,000,000 frs., is 
being formed, and is well supported by Basle capitalists. 

It is understood that it is intended to construct barges 
capable of crossing the North Sea in all but the worst 
weather conditions. Goods may be shipped on these barges, 
which would come through to Basle, the tug being changed 
at the Rhine mouth. 

The manager of a large chemical works at Basle states 
that the chemical industry in that city is quite disposed to 
continue buying raw materials and intermediate products 
for the Swiss chemical works in England, as they have been 
bought for the last 44 years, but this will only be possible if 
cheap freights from England to Basle are available. It is 
added that these freights are only possible by water transit, 
and that if direct shipments from Liverpool to Basle by 
water can be arranged, there is no doubt that the close 
business relations between British producers of raw 
materials and Swiss manufacturers can continue.

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Railways and Roads. 


FRANCE 
PROPOSED ALTERATION IN RAILWAY RATES. 


The French railway companies have submitted a scheme 
ts the necessary authorities involving an all-round increase 
and unification of French railway rates, together with the 
abolition of special rates. 

At a meeting of the Calais Chamber of Commerce to con- 
sider the question, the opinion was expressed that the 
moment for introducing measures of such far-reaching effect 
was perhaps ill-chosen. After a long discussion the meeting 
passed the following resolutions :— 

(1) That in spite of their drastic nature, the proposed 
increase in rates should be approved. 

(2) That, however, certain special rates like harbour 
rates and dues should remain unchanged, or even 
be reduced. 








PROPOSED IMPROVED RAILWAY COM- 
MUNICATIONS WITH ITALY. 


(From the Acting British Consul-General.) 
Lyons. 


The following resolutions were passed at a Franco-Italian 
Congress held at Lyons on 10th and 11th March. The Con- 
gress was attended by members of the Chambers of Commerve 
of Lyons and the Italian Chamber of Commerce at Paris, 
experts of the Paris-Lyons-Mediterranee Railway, French 
and Italian deputies from the districts affected and muni- 
cipal officials from the same regions : — 

(1) The line Genoa-Marseilles should be doubled between 
Genoa and Vintiniglia, and electrified throughout. 

(2) The works on the Nice-Coni line, which were interrup- 
ted by the war but have been resumed, should be carried out 
with all possible expedition. 

(3) The Mont-Cenis line should be developed to its maxi- 
mum capacity by doubling the only single-track stretch left, 
i.e., between Russelens and Salbertrand. The French side 
should be electrified as soon as possible, and the electrifica- 
tion of the Italian part should be completed as soon as 
possible. Station arrangements at Modane should be im- 
proved. 

(4) The town of Briancon (Hautes-Alpes) should be con- 
nected by rail with Culx, on the Italian side. The line has 
heen sanctioned by previous measures. It involves the pierc- 
ing of a tunnel eight kilometres long, and the total cost at 
pre-war rates was estimated at 30,000,000 frs. A carriage 
road should be built from La Monta in France via the Col 
Lacroix to the Vellee du Pellie. 

(5) In view of the probable increase of railway traffic be- 
tween France and Italy in consequence of the projected line 
from Bordeaux to Olessa, a new tunnel through the Alps is 
required. 

Three possible schemes were discussed (a) A tunnel 
through the base of Mont Cenis, (b) a tunnel through Mont 
Blanc, (c) a tunnel through the Little St. Bernard. A 
majority voted for the last of these schemes on the ground 
that the elevation is lower, and the approaching slopes less 
steep, so that the cost would be lower. This route would be 
best for goods traffic. 

(6) The necessary measures should be taken to develop the 
ways approaching the Simplon route, and particularly the 
Lotschberg line. Negotiations should be actively pursued 
with the Swiss Government with a view to the denunciation 
of the St. Gothard Convention. 





FRENCH COLONIES. 
MILEAGE AND RECEIPTS OF RAILWAYS. 


Information concerning railway mileage and receipts in 
French Colonies has been published in the ‘Journal 
Officiel.’’ The following table shows the total length of the 
railroads in operation on Ist July, 1918, in each colony, the 
receipts during the first half of 1918, and the receipts per 
kilometre (0-621 mile) during the first half of 1917 and 1918:

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


OPERATIONS OF CERTAIN ELECTRIC 
RAILWAYS. 


Preliminary figures of the quinquennial report on the 
electric railways of the States of Florida, Idaho, Wyoming 
Connecticut, and Rhode Island have been issued by the 
Bureau of the Census, United States Department of Com. 
merce. 

The statistics relate to the years ending 3lst December 
1917, 1912, and 1907. The totals include electric light plants 
operated in connection with electric railyways and not 
separable therefrom, but do not incitude mixed steam and 
electric railroads nor railways under construction. 








FiGuRES FoR FL LoRIpDA. 

The figures as presented for Florida show general gains jp 
the industry. The number of companies was 8 in 1917, and 
10 in 1912 and 1907. There were 183-03 miles of track ip 
1917, as compared with 164-84 miles in 1912, and 118-26 miles 
in 1907. 

The income from all sources was 2,444,514 dols. in 1917, 
as compared with 1,969,315 dols. in 1912, and with 1,371,54] 
dols. in 1907, an increase of 24:1 per cent. for the period 
1912-1917, and of 78-2 per cent. for the decade. Operating 
expenses increased from 956,860 dols. in 1908, to 1,155,091 
dols. in 1912, and to 1,387,107 dols. in 1917; and deductions 
from income, comprising taxes, interest, and fixed charges, 
increased from 186,222 dols. in 1907, to 424,717 dols. in 1912, 
and to 516,556 dols. in 1917. As a result the net income was 
540,851 dols. in 1917, 389,507 dols. in 1912, and 228,459 dols. 
in 1907. 

The electric power consumed in 1917 amounted to 
32,073,156 kilowatt hours, and in 1912 to 25,529,043 kilowatt 
hours, an increase of 25:6 per cent. Of this power, all but 
a small amount was generated by the companies. 


IDAHO AND WYoMING. 


The figures as presented for the States of Idaho and 
Wyoming show small gains in trackage, equipment, and 
income for the semi-decade 1912-1917, but they are far below 
the gains made during the period of 1907-1912. 

The operating companies in these two States numbered 
6 in 1917, 5 in 1912, and 2 in 1907. There were 127-7 miles 
of single track in 1917 (Idaho 104-65, and Wyoming 23-05), 
as compared with 111-84 miles in 1912 (Idaho &8-93, and 
Wyoming 22°91), and 44-24 miles in 1907, the latter being 
all in Idaho. The number of persons employed was 204 in 
1917, and 224 in 1912, and there was paid in salaries and 
wages 186,209 dols. in 1917, and 195,630 dols in 1912. 

The revenue passengers carried in 1917 numbered 
4,736,414, with a passenger revenue of 423,940 dols., as 
compared with 5,568,781 revenue passengers in 1912, with a 
passenger revenue of 450,913 dols., showing decreases of 
14-9 per cent. in number of revenue passengers, and 6 per 
cent in passenger revenue. 

The total income was 524,182 dols. in 1917, as compared 
with 519,153 dols. in 1912, an increase of but 1 per cent. 
Operating expenses increased from 368,697 dols. in 1912, 
to 375,858 dols. in 1917, or by 1-9 per cent., while deductions 
from income, comprising taxes, interest, and fixed charges, 
which amounted to 154,302 dols. in 1912, were 132,786 dols. 
in 1917, a reduction of 13-9 per cent. 


CONNECTICUT AND RHODE ISLAND. 


The figures as presented for Connecticut and Rhode Island 
show general gains in the industry for both the five-year 
periods, 1912-1917, and 1907-1912. The number of operating 
companies was 9 in 1917, 10 in 1912, and 15 in 1907. The 
mileage of single track in Connecticut in 1917 amounted to 
1,080, representing an increase of 6-3 per cent., as compared 
with 1912, and of 38:2 per cent. as compared with 1907. The 
corresponding items for Rhode Island are 454 miles, 4:2 per 
cent. and 5:3 per cent. respectively. 

The number of revenue passengers carried in 117 was 
319,931,011, as compared with 266,385,229 in 1912, and 
213,725,761 in 1907, the rates of increase being {0:1 per 
cent. for the five-year period 1912-1917, and 49-7 per cent. 
for the decade. 

The income from all sources was 18,614.2€1 dols. in 1917, 
as compared with 14,457,064 dols. in 1912. and 11,838,033 
dols. in 1907, the rates of increase being 28-8 per cent. for 
the period 1912-1917, and 57:2 per cent. for the decade. 
Operating expenses increased from 7,601,929 dols. in 1907, 
to 9,090,782 dols. in 1912, and to 14,187,238 dols. in 1917, 
or 56:1 per cent. for the period 1912-1917, and 86.6 per cent. 
for the decade. Deductions from inceme, comprising 
interest, taxes, and fixed charges, amounted to 3,693,440 
dols. in 1907, to 3,439,952 dols. in 1912, and to 4,518,093 dols. 
in 1917.

EGYPT. 
PHOSPHATE OF LIME RESOURCES. 


Deposits of phosphate occurring as beds in sedimentary 
strata are widely distributed in Egypt. They are very 
similar in character to those of Algeria and Tunis, and 
present a field of considerable economic importance. 

The land now let under mining lease forms a very small 
proportion of the total area known to contain phosphates, 
so that there is ample opportunity for prospecting enter- 
prise. 

The localities in which phosphate is at present being mined 
are: — 

The Safaja district near the Red Sea coast. 
The Kossier district near the Red Sea coast. 
The Sebaia district on the east bank of the Nile.

The reck phosphate is either shipped raw in bulk or manu- 
factured into a finished fertiliser, of which two kinds are at 
present made in Egypt, namely, ‘‘Ephos basic phosphate’”’ 
and ‘‘Tetraphosphate’’: these are exported in bags. 

Exports. 

Prior to the war ihe greater part of Egypt’s phosphate 
production was shipped to Japan, which took 75,565 tons in 
1914. During hostilities the quantity exported has fallen 
owing to high freight rates and the impossibility of obtain- 
ing sufficient shipping for the purpose. In 1916, for 
instance, only 20,526 tons were despatched, of which 17,521 
were divided between the United Kingdom and the British 
Colonies. 

The phosphate mines have, nevertheless, been kept work- 
ing, though on a reduced scale, and the bulk of the output 
is now in stock awaiting shipping facilities.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
COTTON STANDARDS. 


The United States Department of Agriculture (Bureau ot 
Markets) have issued a pamphlet describing, with illustra- 
tions, and fixing cotton standards for the cotton industry. 
The contents: public notices, establishing official cotton 
standards of the United States tor American-Egyptian cotton, 
Sea Island cotton, and length of staple of cotton. 

AMERICAN EGypTian Cotton. 


There has been a great deal of information written and 
printed in bulletin form from time to time relating to the 
introduction of Egyptian cotton in the United States, and 
its development in the Salt River Valley, states the 
pamphlet. The Department of Agriculture began experi- 
menting with imported seed at Yuma, Arizona, in 1901. This 
stock, after several years of experimental breeding, pro- 
duced a plant which had an improved character and greater 
strength of fibre. This plant gave rise to a new variety, 
which was given the name Yuma, In 1913 commercial pro- 
duction of Yuma cotton had assumed such proportions as to 
warrant the preparation of standards, so that in handling, 
grading, and marketing it the commodity could be referred 
to by grade names and staple lengths. The Department then 
undertook the work of assembling types of grades and lengihs 
of staple in the form of standards for permissive use, which, 
since their introduction, have largely formed the basis for 
description of such cotton in transactions between cotton 
mills and producers. 

Tn 1910 a single plant of distinct type was found growing 
in a field’of the Yuma variety, at Sacaton, Arizona. From 
the seed of this new plant a progeny row was grown in 1911, 
and more extensive plantings were made in 1912 and 1913. 
The most careful examinations failed to reveal any note- 
worthy departure from the original plant found in 1910. This 
variety was named Pima. 

The important differences between the Pima and the Yuma 
varieties are that the Pima variety has a whiter colour and 
a longer staple. The Yuma variety has a staple from 1 7-16 
to 14 inches in length, and the Pima a staple from 13 to 13 
inches, or an increase of from 3-16 to } of an inch. 

During the season of 1916 there were grown 253 bales of 
the Pima variety, the seed of which was saved for planting 
purposes, and the yield from the 1917 crop of Pima amounted 
to 2,966 bales. Of these, 2,260 bales were grown under the 
supervision of the Department (as were all previous produc- 
tions of Pima cotton) on virgin soil as far as cotton was con- 
cerned, and in no instance on any land where the Yuma 
variety had been grown previously. The ginning of prac- 
tically all of these bales was done in one gin. No other 
variety was ginned there, and the seed was carefully sacked. 
From this seed almost the entire crop of 1918 was planted, 
on an area of between 70,000 and 80,000 acres in the Salt 
River Valley and sections of California. 

The grading and stapling of 2,100 bales of the 1917 crop 
was done by a representative of the Bureau of Markets, and 
material was collected for types. It was then decided to 
replace the tentative standards for Yuma cotton with the 
official cotton standards of the United States for American- 
Kgyptian cotton, made up of types of the Pima variety. 

STANDARDS. 

Heretofore the grades of Pima cotton have been designated 
by the names fancy, extra, choice, standard, and medium. 
In the official cotton standards for American-Egyptian cotton 
numbers are substituted for the grade names: No. 1 for 
fancy; No. 2 for extra; No.3 for choice: No. 4 for Standard ; 
and No. 5 for medium. 

Furthermore, American-Egyptian cotton, which in grade is 
between any two adjoining grades represented by types in 
the standard, are designated by the grade number of the 
higher grade, followed by ‘‘4”’; for example, cotton between 
grades No. 1 and No. 2 is grade 14. Also cotton inferior to 
grade No. 5 is designated ‘‘below grade 5.’ For these and 
other rules applicable in grading American Egyptian cotton, 
the order establishing the standards should be carefully 

examined... :. | , 
The lengths of ‘staple formerly known by numbers are 
designated by their actual measurements, determined in the 
manner set forth tn the order establishing the standards for 
length of staple.and in the explanatory matter relating

Sea Island cotton has been successfully cultivated in the 
United States for more than a century. In 1911 a record 
crop of 122,866 bales of abowt 400 Ib. each was raised, but the 
production varies greatly,. the average crop being about 
100,000 bales. : | 

During the autumn of 1917 the War Department purchased 
one-sixth of the crop, under specifications calling for the 
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TEXTILES—continued. 





average of the three highest grades: choice, extra choire, 
and fancy. Representatives of the Bureau of Markets wen; 
t» Savannah, Georgia, to pass on the grades and lengths o; 
staple of the cotton. It was found that, although commercijg| 
grades for Georgia and Florida Sea Island cotton had been 
in use many years, there were no physical guides or types 
generally in use representing the six grades known as fancy, 
extra choice, choice, extra fine, fine, and medium fine, byt 
that each merchant had _ private’ types representing 
approximately the qualities in these grades. 

In January, 1918, a representative of the Bureau of 
Markets visited numerous Sea Island centres in South Caro. 
lina, Georgia and Florida, investigating the practicability of 
preparing a set of types representing the ranges of grades 
of Sea Island cotton. Samples were collected and prepared 
and were afterwards examined by a committee representing 
the Savannah Cotton Exchange and others. Two sets of 
types each were made for the grades fancy, extra choice, 
extra fine, fine, and medium fine. One set was taken through 
Georgia, Florida, and South Carolina, and exhibited to 
many Sea Island merchants, buyers, growers, and planters, 
the majority approving the types. Upon their return to 
Washington, minor changes were made in the types, which 
were afterwards examined by the trade, general ccncurrence 
being obtained. One set of the types was exhibited at the 
Textile Show in New York during the early part ot April, 
1918, and a set was furnished to the Savannah Cotton 
Exchange. The new official cotton standards of the United 
States for Sea Island cotton are copies of these two original 
sets, and 50 sets of the types have been prepared. 


STANDARDS. 


In the standards for Sea Island cotton, as in the case of 
American Kgyptian cotton, numbers are substituted for 
grade names, No. 1 for fancy ; No. 2 for extra choice; No. 3 
for choice; No. 4 for extra fine; No. 5 for fine; and No. 6 for 
medium fine. 

Likewise, Sea [sland cotton, which in grade is between 
any two adjoining grades represented by types in the 
standards, is designated by the grade number of the higher 
grade, followed by ‘‘3’’: for example, cotton between grades 
No. l and No, 2 is grade 14. Also, cotton inferior to grade 
No. 6 is designated ‘‘below grade 6 inches.’’ The lengths 
of staple will be designated by their actual measurements 
determined in the manner set forth in the order establishing 
the standards for length of staple and in the explanatory 
matter relating thereto. 


LENGTH OF STaPLe oF Cotton. 

The United States Department of Agriculture has been 
engaged for several years in making investigations, looking 
to the ultimate establishment and promulgation of standards 
for lengths of staple of cotton. Cotton specialists were sent 
to the Kastern and New England States, and to the cotton 
belt of the South for the purpose of interviewing cotton mill 
owners, merchants, buyers, and shippers in order to ascer- 
tain whether thev favoured such standards. Of those con- 
sulted. 24 out of 35 mill operators, 102 out of 127 shippers, 
and 17 out of 32 brokers, or about 70 per cent. of all, were 
favourable. 

Each person interviewed was requested to furnish the 
Department of Agriculture with physical types representing 
his ideas of the respective lengths of staple. There were 408 
samples submitted, which were examined by a committee of 
nine cotton experts. These types were in most instances the 
actual types used in the transactions of the person by whom 
they were furnished, and included all the lengths in six- 
teenths of an inch from 13-16 up to and including 1 11-16, 
as well as in thirty-seconds of an inch from 1 up to and 
including 15 inches. The committee approved over 70 per 
cent. of the types submitted. ; 

The conclusion was reached that length of staple should be 
the length of the fibres, by actual measurement according 
to the standard rule under a relative humidity of the 
atmosphere of 65 per cent., and a temperature of 70 deg. 
Fahrenheit, without regard to the quality or value of the 
staple. It was also determined that length of staple less 
than three-fourths of an inch should be designated as “‘below 
i: from three-fourths to one inch should be designated in 
steps of sixteenths of an inch; and from one inch upwards 
should be designated in steps of thirty-seconds of an inch. 

Realising that differences in methods of pulling staple 
may be the cause of variations in the results obtained by 
different classes, the Bureau of Markets has made a study 
ot the methods used by those who are acknowledged to be 
experts in this particular work. As a result a method has 
been devised which meets with the approval of the Bureau 
and its general adoption in determining length of staple 
according to these standards is recommended. Photographs 
have been taken of the successive motions involved in this 
method, and are reproduced.

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Chemicals, Dyes, Oils, Etc. 


CANADA. 
DEVELOPMENTS IN CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES. 


In a recent statement by the Canadian Scientific and 
Technical Research Council the possibilities for establishing 
at least two important industries in British Columbia 
were indicated. 

These are the manufacture of denatured alcohol from the 
waste products of the many pulp and paper mills on the 
Pacific Coast by the installation of suitable recovery 
apparatus, and the utilisation of fish and fish offal as 
fertiliser material, for fish oil or for stock and poultry feed. 
These waste materials are at present destroyed or thrown 
into the national dump heap. 

ALUNITE DEposIts. 

The discovery of an extensive deposit of alunite on tlie 
Kyoquot Sound is reported. This deposit is said to be the 
fourth 'argest in the world, and should be of great value to 
the farmers of British Columbia, who are paying high prices 
for commercial fertilisers. It is claimed that this material 
isrich in potash, aluminium, sodium and silica. A company 
has been formed by Seattle interests, and the promoters 
intend to erect a plant at Kyoquot Sound that will be capable 
of producing 500 tons daily. 

MANUFACTURE OF Sopa ASH. 

The estimated consumption of soda ash in Canada is now 
50.000 tons. Most of the soda ash used came from England, 
and, with the war, Canada was practically shut off from 
supplies. Now, however, a British company have their new 
plant at Amherstburg, Ont., practically completed, and they 
are in a position to supply Canadian requirements. The 
plant has one of the largest lime kilns known, being 80 feet 
high. 











BOLIVIA. 


OILFIELDS OF SANTA CRUZ DISTRICT. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
SANTA Crez. 

Geologists have established that petroleum seepages occur 
all along the eastern foothills of the Andes, from the Argen- 
tine frontier to as far North as the Ichilo river, and perhaps 
even farther. 

In 1913 a British mining engineer, with a staff of surveyors 
and geologists, made a geclogical and topographical survey, 
in considerable detail, of the zone occupied by the front 
ranges of mountains, from Machereti in the south, to Buena- 
vista in the north. He collected material and data which 
would, he considered, throw light on the geology of these 
regions, which have the most complete correlation with the 
Argentine provinces of Salta and Jujuy. The party put 
down two boreholes, neither of which reached the depths 
intended . Oil was encountered in the well drilled at Cuevo 
at shallow depth, but the quantity was slight. In Charagua 
70 metres was the depth reached and nothing interesting was 
found. The work was suddenly stopped in January, 1914. 

In 1916 a party of Germans and Chileans made a petroleuin 
investigation in Cordillera, over the same ground covered 
by the above party, but no definite information as to the 
results obtained is available. Recently an American citizen 
has also been-engaged in geological work in connection with 
oil in this district. 

According to the official list of concessions granted in the 
Santa Cruz Department up to date, over 1,400,000 hectares 
(! hectare = 2:47 acres) of petroleum lands have been granted 
by the Government to private parties. Practically no 
development work of any kind has been carried out on these 
concessions. Thev are held by the present owners as a 
speculation. Efforts have been made to interest foreign 
capitalists in the Santa Cruz oil lands, but not with success. 
In many of the country districts the people use the crude 
oi! in its natural state as it is scooped up from the seepages 
for burning in primitive tin lamps. From a local experimental 
distilling plant good gasoline and lamp oil from the crude 
oil on one of the concessions is being obtained. 

Transport facilities do not exist at present. Practically 
the only available route to bring in machinery for the 
development of the oilfields would be the wagon-road from 
Yacuiba, on the Argentine frontier. It appears very doubt- 
ful to he commercially possible to exploit the oil until the 
railway reaches this district.

ITALY. 
PERFUME AND ESSENTIAL OIL INDUSTRY. 


The perfume and essential oil industry in Italy is to be 
“neotraged by a Decree recently published, which exempts 
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lands devoted to the culture of flowers and herbs for the 
purposes of these trades from various State imposts on land 
for a period of years. Machinery and plant devoted to this 
purpose are also freed from Customs and Communal duties. 
This Decree was noted on p. 145 of the ‘‘Journal’’ of the 30th 
January. 

The industry has been a source of profit to Italy in recent 
vears. In 1917 the production of mint essence was about 
40,000 kilos. In Piedmont and Liguria 2,000 to 2,500 kilos 
of essence of lavender; in Sardinia about 400 kilos of essence 
of thyme, 200 of myrtle, quantities of oil of absinthe (worm- 
wood), and oil of rosemary are produced. In Tuscany, the 
Florentine iris is cultivated, and in 1912 to 1913 600 quintals 
of iris root were exported.

SWITZERLAND. 


LINSEED OIL IMPORTATIONS 

During the three years preceding the war (1911 to 1913), 
the average annual consumption of linseed oil in Switzer- 
land, according to ‘“‘T’Exportateur Suisse,’’ was 3,380,000 
kilogs. This was used in the varnish, lacquer and paint 
industry, house-painting, and the manufacture of soft soap. 
As Switzerland herself does not produce any large quantities 
of linseed, that necessary to these trades and industries had 
to be imported almost entirely from abroad. 

Before the war Switzerland’s principal furnisher of linseed 
oil was Belgium, which exported 2,422,000 kilogs. in 1914 to 
the value of frs. 1,453,000. Belgium consumed a large 
quantity of ocileake before the war 

On account of the war the Belgian exportation of linseed 
oil stopped completely. The export of this product from 
France, which in 1913 was 723,000 kilogs., to a value of 
frs. 434,000, reached the maximum of 2,750,000 kilogs. in 
1915, totalling frs. 2,751,000, only to fall to 1,612,000 kilogs. 
in 1916, and to 1,235,090 kilogs. in 1917, and to cease entirely 
in 1918. The importation of linseed oil from Holland also 
came to a complete full stop in 1918, after having already 
fallen to 700,000 kilogs. in 1916, and to 870,000 in 1917. 

SPAIN AS AN Exporrer. 

On the other hand, Spain began in 1915 for the first time 
to supply Switzerland with linseed oil, viz., 117,000 kilogs., 
and during the nine first months of 1918 Spain was the only 
supplier. During this period the imports of linseed oil from 
Spain reached the figure of 1,200,000 kilogs., to the value of 
frs. 3,337,000. Jn spite of this, however, these imports 
hardly sufficed to cover the half of the linseed oil consumed 
in Switzerland, so that, if there is no competition on the 
part of other countries, Spain will be able to increase her 
exports of linseed oil to Switzerland to a considerable extent. 

[Nore.—In 1913 the United Kingdom: exported linseed 
vil, or manufactures closely allied to it, to the value of over 
£800,000. ] 











UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
MANUFACTURE OF GERMAN DYESTUFFS. 


A corporation, to be known as the Chemical Foundation, 
composed of persons identified with some of the larger dye- 
stuff manufacturers, has been formed in the United States 
to take over the enemy patents relating to dyestuff manu- 
facture. These patents are now in the hands of the Alien 
Property Custodian, having been taken over from their 
German owners during the war. 

The new corporation, it is stated, will not make any dyes. 
[t will license manufacturers to use the patents, and prevent 
any one concern securing a monopoly. This action will 
enable a large number of the more modern dyes in greatest 
demand to be supplied to American trade from American 
sources. 





PROBLEM OF PROTECTION. 

The problem of securing adequate protection to the new 
American dyestutf industry has recently been under con- 
sideration. Whether the legislation asked for will take the 
form of a high tariff or of import licences is still (it is stated) 
a matter for discussion. During the few vears since the 
commencement of the war the dye manufacturing industry 
has made appreciable progress, but competent authorities 
are very pessimistic as to the ability of the United States 
to preserve the results of all this effort if adequate protec- 
tion is not provided.

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Customs Regulations and 
Tariff Changes. 


BRITISH EMPIRE. 


CANADA. 
IMPORTATION OF ENEMY PUBLICATIONS. 


Customs Memorandum No. 22848 contains the regulations 
which have been established by Orders-in-Council respecting 
Enemy Publications, and also contains Order II, Clause 1, 
of the Consolidated Orders respecting censorship which is 
referred to in these Regulations. The previous Memor- 
andum No, 2252s, dated 3lst October, 1918, containing 
similar Regulations, is cancelled. Collectors of Customs in 
(‘anada are instructed in the present Memorandum to de- 
tain and refuse delivery of all publications in an enemy 
language arriving at Customs until a permit has_ been 
granted by the Secretary of State of Canada, allowing such 
importation. The consignee will be notified by the Collector 
of Customs of such action, who will forward to the Secretary 
of State of Canada, Ottawa, one copy of each publication so 
detained, for examination and direction as to whether or 
not the importation will be allowed. 

“or the purposes of the Order-in-Council respecting Eneniy 
Publications, ‘‘publication’”? means any book, newspaper. 











magazine, periodical, pamphlet, tract, circular, leaflei, 
handhill, poster or other printed matter; and eneiny 


language includes specifically the following languages : —Ger- 
man, Austrian, Hungarian, Bulgarian, Turkish, Roumanian. 
Russian, Ukrainian, Finnish, Esthonian, Syrian, Croatian, 
Ruthenian and Livonian. ‘‘Objectionable matter’’ shall be 
construed to extend to and include the same matters and 
things as the expression extends to, and includes under Order 
fl, Clause 1 (exclusive of paragraph (m) thereof) of the 
Consolidated Orders respecting censorship, dated 21st May, 
1918. 

Any person, who, unless licensed by the Secretary of State. 
iu ports or brings into Canada, or, after lst October, 1918, 
prints, publishes, posts, delivers, receives or has in his pos- 
session or on premises in his possession, in his occupation or 
under his control, within Canada, any publication in an 
enemy language, shall be guilty of an offence and liable to 
fine or imprisonment. 

l’rovided it shall be no such offence if the publication is 
merely of a literary, scientific, legal, religious or artistic 
-haracter and does not contain any objectionable matter. 
as defined in the Order, or is published or distributed by 
or under the authority of the Government of the Dominion 
or of any province of Canada, or which, under the authority 
vf any province is prescribed in the curriculum of, or forms 
part of, the course of instruction in any university, college, 
seminary, academy, school or other institution for education 
or tor training in any vocation. 

The Postmaster-General or anyone authorised by him, may, 
‘or the purpose of preventing the importation or the circu- 
lation or distribution of any publication in an enemy 
language in contravention of this Order, open, examine, and 
ascertain the contents of any newspaper, periodical, letter, 
circular, pamphlet, parcel or package which may be passing 
through the post or dealt with in any manner in the mails 
ot Canada; and the like power is conferred upon the 
Minister of Customs in relation to goods passing through 
the Customs of Canada. 


GERMAN EAST AFRICA 
(Occupied Territory). 


PORT OF LINDI APPROVED AS CUSTOMS 
STATION, 

The “Official Gazette of the East Africa Protectorate’’ of 
24th January, publishes a General Notice dated 24th 
January, 1919, which has been issued by the Chief of Customs 
of East Africa and Uganda, stating that he has received in- 
‘ormation from the authorities in the conquered territory of 
German Fast Africa that the port of Lindi is approved as a 
customs station from Ist February, 1919, under similar con- 
ditions to those applying to Dar-es-Salaam and Tanga. 


UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 
COTTON (TAX) ORDINANCE, 1919. 


The ‘‘Uganda Gazette’ of 15th January, contains copy of 
the Cotton (Tax) Ordinance. 1919 (No. 1 of 1919), which 
came into operation on 15th January, 1919. The Ordinance 
provides that a tax of 4 cents. per pound shall be payable 
in respect of all ginned cotton produced from cotton seed 
sown in the Uganda Protectorate during the year 1918. No 
ginned cotton shall be transported outside the Protectorate 
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without a licence signed by the Treasurer of the Protectorate 
or by his authorised representative, or be transported oyt. 
side the Protectorate by any sailing vessel or canoe withoy; 
the permission in writing of the Governor. No ginned 
cotton shall leave the Protectorate, except at the Porte of 
Mjanji, Jinga, Port Bell, Entebbe and Bukakata. 


FOREIGN. 
ARGENTINA. 
TRANSHIPMENT IN ARGENTINE PORTS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading at 
page 294 of the ‘‘Journal’’ tor the 27th February, the Board 
of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
further information from H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires op 
the subject. 

H.M. Minister states that after the 16th May import and 
inland revenue duties must be paid at Buenos Aires or some 
other northern port before transhipment to the Southem 
port of destination. Until that date such duties may he 
assessed at the Northern port of transhipment and paid at 
che port of destination. 


BELGIUM. 
IMPORT OF LIQUIDS CONTAINING ALCOHOL. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Othee, of information from H.M. Minister at Brussels to the 
effect that the prohibition on the importation into Belgium 











of liquids containing distilled alcohol, enacted by the 
Arrété Loi of 15th November last (see p. 755 of the 


“Journal” for the 12ti December) does not apply to liquids 
which cannot be used as beverages or for the preparation of 
heverages, ¢.qg., perfumery, pharmaceutical — products, 
varnish, ete. 





IMPORTS OF TOBACCO. 


With reference to previous notices in the ‘Journal” 
respecting Belgian import prohibitions, the ‘‘Moniteur 
Belge’’ for the 26th March publishes a notification of the 
Ministry of Industry, Labour and Supply, to the effect that 
import licences are no longer required for tobacco, raw or 
manutactured, or products derived therefrom. 


ITALY. 
SURTAN ON IMPORTED SPIRIT. 
‘The “Gazzetta Ufficiale’ for the Ist February contains a 
Decree, providing that until the 3lst July, 1919, a surtax 
shall be levied oa pure spirit imported from foreign coun- 


tries (in addition to the Customs duty and the ‘‘ manufac- 
turing’ surtax) at the rate of 100 lire per hectolitre. 














EXPORT REGULATIONS. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a list of the goods of which the Italian Customs 
authorities are empowered to allow the export from Italy to 
certain destinations without reference to the Italian Minis- 
try of Finance. 

So far as concerns export-prohibited goods which are not 
included in the list, export is subject to the grant of a 
licence by the Ministry of Finance. 

For some classes of goods on the list, the Italian Customs 
may allow export to all countries except enemy countries; 
for other classes, to all countries except enemy countries, 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Holland and Switzerland; and 
so forth—the destinations to which export may be allowed 
being indicated against each separate class of commodity. 

A copy of the list (in Italian), in which the goods are 
arranged in alphabetical order, is filed at the Enquiry 
Office of the Department of Overseas Trade, where it may 
he consulted by persons interested.

EXPORT OF FIELD PEAS PERMITTED. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Oitice, of information from H.M. Agent at Tangier to the 
effect that, by an Order of the Resident-General, permits 
may be issued for the export of field peas (pois ronds ¢t 
fuurragers) from the French Zone to France and Allied and 
neutral countries, after verification of stocks constituted by 
the exporters.

BEANS PERMITTED. 

4n Order of the Resident General, dated 18th March, 
sates that permits may be issued for the export of canary 
crass (alpiste) and carob-beans (caroube) from the French 
Jone to France and Allied and neutral countries after 
verification of the stocks constituted by exporters. 

SPAIN. 
CONTROL OF THI MANUFACTURE AND SALE 
OF PHARMACEUTICAL SPECIALITIES. 

The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid”’ for the 13th March contains a 
Royal Decree approving Regulations governing the manu- 
facture and sale of pharmaceutical specialities in Spain. 
This term is defined to include all medicaments of disclosed 
composition, designated by the name of the inventor or a 
conventional denomination, put up in uniform packages for 


ale. Preparations of a composition entirely or partially 
“secret”? as also those described merely as ‘‘with base

sale is prohibited. 

No pharmaceutical speciality may be offered for sale un- 
less it has been registered with the ‘‘Inspeccién General de 
Sanidad.”? Certain classes of goods are, however, exempted 
from the formality of registration, including preparations 
made up strictly in accordance with an official pharma- 
copeia, Spanish or foreign, single elements (non-polsonous) 
put up in doses, alimentary products (extracts of meat, 
etc.), preparations for the skin, hair, teeth, etc. (toilet 
requisites), provided that they do not contain poisonous sub- 
stances. 

The Regulations, which are of considerable length, con- 
tain provisions dealing, inter ali, with the manufacture 
and packing in Spain of specialities the property of a foreign 
inventor; the procedure to be followed for obtaining regis- 
tration, and the particulars which are to be furnished in 
this connection ; labels, packing, and advertising matter ; and 
(by way of transitory provisions) the grant of a period of 
two years, within which to conform to the regulations, to 
inventors and manufacturers of preparations which are at 
present being sold in Spain. 

The Regulations (in Spanish) are filed at the Enquiry 
Office of the Department of Overseas Trade, where they may 
be consulted by British traders interested. 


TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF EXPORT DUTY 
ON LEAD ORES. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Othce, of translaticn of a Spanish Royal Order, dated the 
22nd March, by which the export duty of 1 peseta 50 cts. 
per 100 kilogs on galena, litharges and other Jead ores (Sec. 
5 of the Spanish Export Tariff) is suspended until the 31st 
May next. — 


SWITZERLAND. 


DENUNCIATION OF SWISS COMMERCIAL 
TREATIES. 

The following ‘s a translation of a Swiss official com- 
muniqué relating to the denunciation of Swiss commercial 
treaties, which was published in ‘‘La Suisse’? for the 22nd 
March : — 

As is known, our Commercial Treaties with France, Italy 
and Spain have been denounced by the Governments of those 
countries and cease to have effect at the expiration of one 
year from the date of denunciation. The Commercial Con- 
vention with France expires on the 15th September, 1919: 
the Treaties with Italy and Spain cease to have effect on 
the 20th September, 1919. Save future notification to the 
contrary, however, the duration of the validity of these 
Treaties will be prolonged tacitly for successive periods of 
three months. 

In order to obtain complete liberty of action for new 
negotiations, the Federal Council has, on its part, denounced 
the Commercial Treaties with Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and Serbia. The Serbian Government has consented to the 
Treaty ceasing to be in force as from the 20th September, 
1919, subject to tacit renewal for three months. The 
l'reaty with Germany has been denounced for expiration one 
year hence, but there is reason to hope that the German 
Government also will consent to the Treaty lapsing on the 
20th September, 1919. As regards Austria-Hungary, the 
denunciation of the Treaty was the only possible solution in 
the present situation of that country. Nevertheless, the 

reaty is considered at Vienna, in spite of the abolition of 
the monarchy, as being still in force, seeing that for the 
moment, the common Customs frontier is yet in existence. 
The Customs duties are levied, as previously, in accordance 
with the Treaty.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


GENERAL IMPORT LICENCE PBF No. 34. 


The War Trade Board announce, in Ruling No. 632, dated 
the 6th March, that a general import licence, to be known 
as PBF 34, has been issued, effective 6th March, 1919, cover- 
ing the importation into the United States of all unrestricted 
commodities. when such commodities are shipped from the 
United Kingdom, France. Italy, or Belgium, or from the 
Possessions, Protectorates, Colonies, or Dominions of the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy, or Belgium, wherever 
situate. The list of restricted commodities, which are ex- 
pressly excluded from the terms of this new general import 
licence, is as follows: Pig tin; tin ore; tin concentrates; all 
metal alloys containing more than 20 per cent. of tin ; wheat ; 
wheat flour; rice; peanuts (see below); spiegeleisen; ferro- 
manganese; emery, except that produced in Canada; sal- 
varsan, neosalversan. arsephenamine, and all substitutes 
therefor and equivalents thereof; nitrate of soda; sugar. 

It is important to note that this new general licence ex- 
pressly supersedes General Import Licence PBF 27 (see the 
‘Journal’ for the 15th March, p. 361), as well as General 
Import Licences PBF 3 and PBF 30. This new general 
licence likewise supersedes the rulings of the Bureau of 
Imports of the War Trade Board which made it necessary fer 
a period of 66 days to elapse before shipments of commodi- 
ties from Canada which did not originate there could be 
‘licensed for entry into the United States as to such ship- 
ments still remaining in Canada. 

Under the terms of this new general import licence it wil! 
he possible, therefore, to import unrestricted commodities 
without securing individual import licences therefor from 
not only England, France, Italy, and Belgium, but from 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, the Belgian Congo, and all 
other Possessions, Protectorates, Colonies, or Dominions of 
Great Britain, France, Italy. and Belgium, wherever situaie. 

This new general import licence, however, does not apply 
to shipments now in the United States which may have come 
forward in violation of the rules and regulations of the War 
Trade Board, nor io shipments which may have started from 
ihe port of shipment prior to 6th March, 1919, the date upon 
which the licence became effective. 











IMPORTATION OF PEANUTS. 

The War Trade Board announce (Ruling No. 638, dated 
Lith March) that applications for licences to import peanuts 
will now be considered favourably when the applications are 
otherwise in order, This ruling of the War Trade Board Jifts 
the existing restriction on peanuts when shipped from the 
country of origin or the primary overseas market, but does 
not apply to shipments of peanuts now stored in Canada, 
unless such shipments of peanuts were bought and paid for 
prior to the date of the original restriction, namely, 14th 
April, 1918 

It is to be noted that peanuts are not to be included with- 
in the terms of general import licence PBF 34. 


EXPORTATION OF PORK AND PORK 
PRODUCTS. 

The War Trade Board have been advised that ihe Allied 
Provisions Export Commission has been dissolved, and that 
purchases of foodstulis for shipment to Great Britain, France 
and Italy will no longer be made by said Commission. 

The War Trade Board announce that pork and pork pro- 
ducts have been removed from the Export Conservation List 
as from 6th March, 1919, and that said commodities may now 
be exported freely to the United Kingdom, France, Italy, 
Belgium, Japan, or Greece, or their Colonies, Possessions, or 
Protectorates, under Special Export Licence RAC-63 
(W.T.B.R. 608, issued 26th February, 1919). [See p. 393 
of the ‘Journal’? for 20th March.] The commodities in- 
cluded under the term ‘‘pork and pork products” are the 
following : —

The Ruling that all applications for licences to export pork 
or pork products to European destinations must be accom- 
panied by a certificate of the United States Food Administra- 
tion to the effect that the commodities described in such 
applications have been sold for export at prices approved by 
the Food Administration, has been withdrawn as from 6th 
March, 1919, and W.T.B.R. 566, issued 3lst January, 1919, 
W.T.B.R. 587, issued 7th Fehruary, 1919 (so far as said 
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Ruling concerns pork and pork products), and W.T.B.R. 601. 
issued i4th February, 1919, have been rescinded as from said 
date. (Ruling 631, dated the 6th March.) 





IMPORTATION AND INSPECTION Gi? TEA. 

A Circular of the Treasury Department (T.D.37925), dated 
25th February, contains a copy of the Regulations, adopted 
under the Act of 2nd March, 1897, ‘‘to prevent the importa- 
tion of impure and unwholesome tea.’’ These Regulations 
will take effect on lst May next, except as to teas shipped 
from abroad prior to that date, which will be governed by 
the Regulations for the year 1918. 

The Circular directs attention to No. 47 of the new 
Regulations, which provides for tea being imported into the 
United States to be blended, mixed, and repacked for ex- 
portation without being examined under the Tea Act of 2nd 
March, 1897. 

A copy of the Regulations is filed at the Enquiry Office 
of the Department of Overseas Trade, where it may he 
inspected by British traders interested. 





[INTERNAL-REVENUE TAX ON TOBACCO 

A Circular of the Treasury Department (T.D. 37929)

NEW GENERAL IMPORT LICENCE FOR 
[IN-TRANSIT SHIPMENTS. 

The War Trade Board announce (Ruling No. 643 of 14th 

March) that a new General Import Licence, to be known as 
P.B.F. No. 35, has been issued, covering the importation 
into the United States of all commodities which are merely 
being shipped in transit through the United States, provided 
that shipment through the United States under this General 
Licence be made in bond as prescribed by the Customs 
authorities. 
_ This General Import Licence does not in any way relieve 
importers and shippers from complying in all respects with 
the rules and regulations of the War Trade Board governing 
the exportation of in-transit shipments of such commodities, 
nor from complying with the regulations of the United 
States Customs Service concerning transportation and ex- 
portation entries. 

No entries into the United States for consumption will be 
allowed under this General Import Licence. 

The new Licence supersedes Licence PBF-31, which 
formed the subject of a notice in the “Journal”? for the 
13th February.

amended, These increased duties terminate, unless other. 
wise enacted, on 30th June, 1919. 





FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


ALCOHOL : PROPOSED TEMPORARY REGIME. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of the text of a Bill, 
drawn up by the Finance Commission of the French Senate 
as the result of the consideration of a measure adopted by 
the Chamber of Deputies, relating to the alcohol régime in 
rance. 

By Art. 4 of a Law of the 30th June, 1916, all supplies of 
alcohol were reserved to the State until the end of the year 
in which hostilities cease; and this temporary monopoly was 
completed by the Decree of the 22nd December, 1916, which 
prohibited the importation of alcohol (potable and other) 
except for State requirements and for industrial and medi- 
cinal purposes. If, as seems probable, Peace is concluded 
this year, the provisions of Art. 4 of the above-mentioned 
Law will cease to be operative on the 3lst December next. 
[t is considered that the immediate passing from the 
present provisional monopoly regulation to the previous 
régime, which was based on liberty of production, importa- 
tion and sale, might provoke an economic crisis and lead to 
very undesirable results from the social point of view. 

The project recommended by the Finance Commission of 
the Senate proposes to enact that, until the Ist October, 
1920, the production of alcohol is reserved to the State, 
except in respect of alcohol produced by the distillation of 
wines, cider perry, ‘‘marcs,’”’ “‘lies,’? and fresh fruit, and 
except gin defined by Art. 15 of the Law of 30th March, 
1902, and produced in accordance with the regulations con- 
cerning the use of cereals. 

Foreign or French Colonial alcohol may only be imported 
on account of the State, saving the exceptions accorded by 
Art. 5 of the present measure. 

During the above-mentioned period the Minister of Fin- 
ance is charged with the purchase and sale of alcohol re- 
served to the State, and all the operations connected there- 
with.

EXPORTS TO SWEDEN. 
TELEGRAPHIC GUARANTEES. 


The Board of Trade announce that arrangements have 
been made for the numbers of all guarantees approved by 
the Inter-Allied Trade Committee at Stockholm in respect 
of British exports to be telegraphed to the War Trade De- 
partment, in order to avoid the delay consequent upon the 
transmission of the relative documents through the post. 
Upon receipt of the telegrams (which contain the names of 
the exporter and importer and the nature of the goods) the 
War Trade Department informs the British exporter that a 
guarantee has been issued, and invites an application for ex- 
port licence. The particulars given are, however, necessarily 
brief, and should they be insufficient for the exporter to 
identify a consignment of goods, it will usually be necessary 
(unless he cares to cable to the consignee for further 
particulars) for him to await the arrival of the actual 
guarantee. This will be forwarded tc him bv the Swedish 
Trade Office for rationed goods in accordance with the usual 
practice, and for non-rationed goods by the Swedish im- 
porter. If, when the actual guarantee comes into the hands 
of the exporter, a licence has already been issued, or if an 
application is being considered on the strength of a tele- 
graphic notification, he should forward the guarantee to the 
War Trade Department, Room 16, with a note to the effect 
that it is no longer required. It will then be filled in the 
War Trade Department for purposes of record. 

It is hoped that the inauguration of this system will be 
of assistance to British merchants, and that a similar system 
may shortly be established in Norway, Denmark and 


Holland. 





EXPORTS TO GERMAN AUSTRIA. 
GENERAL LICENCE. 


The following General Licence has been issued by the Board 
of Trade, under date 3rd April :— 

Whereas by Royal Proclamation relating to Trading with 
the Enemy, dated the 9th day of September, 1914, it was, 
amongst other things, declared as follows : — 
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“The expression ‘enemy country’ in this Proclamation 
means the territories of the German Empire and of the 
Dual Monarchy of Austria-Hungary, together with all 
the Colonies and Dependencies thereof”’ : 

And whereas it was also declared by the said Proclamation 
that from and after the date of the said Proclamation the 
nersons therein referred to were prohibited from having 
certain transactions with any person or body of persons of 
whatever nationality resident or carrying on business in an 
enemy country. 

And whereas it was further declared by the said Proclama- 
tion as follows :— 

“Nothing in this Proclamation shall be taken to 
prohibit anything which shall be expressly permitted by 
Our Licence or by the licence given on ovr behalf by a 
Secretary of State, or the Board of Trade, whether such 
licences be especially granied to individuals or be an- 
nounced as applying to classes of persons” : 

And whereas by Proclamations dated the 8th day of 
October, 1914, the 7th day of January, 1915. and the 14th 
day of September, 1915, the said Proclamation dated the 
oth day of September, 1914, was amended as in those Pro- 
clamations set forth: 

And whereas it is desirable to grant the licence hereinafter 
appearing : 

Now, therefore, the Board of Trade, on behalf of His 
Majesty, and in pursuance of the powers reserved in the 
said Proclamations, and all other powers thereunto them 
enabling, do hereby give and grant licence to ail persons 
residing, carrying on business or being in the United King- 
dom to negotiate for the supply of any goods, wares, or 
merchandise to German Austria, to supply any goods, wares, 
or merchandise to German Austria, to carry or arrange for 
the carriage of and to insure any goods, wares or merchandise 
destined for German Austria, and to take such action as 
may be necessary or convenient to secure payment for any 
goods, wares or merchandise so supplied or for any charges 
or expenses connected with such supply, carriage or 
insurance: 

Provided always that any licence which may be necessary 
in respect of any such supply under any prohibition of export 
for the time being in force in the United Kingdom is first 
obtained : 

Provided also that nothing in this Licence shall be deemed 
to authorise the payment of money which at the date hereof 
is ov but for the war would have been due to any person 
or bedy of persons resident or carrying on business in German 
Austria or the withdrawal or disposal of funds or property 
held or managed in this country for the account of or on 
behalf of any such person. 

REMITTANCES FOR RUSSIAN POLAND. 

The Trading with the Enemy Branch of H.M. Treasury 
announces that licences will no longer be required for re- 
mittances for maintenance purposes to Russian Poland.

POSTAL SECTION. 
SAMPLE PACKETS OF TEA. 


The Pestmaster-General gives notice that sample packets 
of tea received in this country from abroad by Sample Post 
must be plainly marked as containing tea, and may not 
exceed 8 oz. in gross weight. Those exceeding 8 oz. in gross 
weght or not marked to show that they contain tea are 
liable to forfeiture to the Customs. Sample packets of tea 
exceeding 2 oz., and not exceeding 8 oz., in gross weight are 
suhject to Customs Duty, which is at present at the flat rate 
of 3d. per packet and which is collected on delivery. 








BRITISH PRISONERS IN MOSCOW.

The Post Office announces that commercial as well as 
personal and domestic telegrams can now be sent at sender’s 
risk, and subject to censorship, to the undermentioned 
countries at the following rates :— 

Austria (excluding Hungary), 3d. a word: Poland, 4d. a 
word; Esthonia, 53d. a word; Tchecoslovakia, 4d. a word; 
Albania, 43d. a word: Turkey, 6d. a word: Montenegro, 
Bosnia Herzegovina, Croatia, Roumania, Serbia, Slavonia, 
via Eastern, 63d. a word; Bulgaria, via Eastern, 7d. a word:

Commercial telegrams may also be exchanged at sender’s 
risk and subject to censorship with places in German terri- 
tory on the left bank of the Rhine occupied by the Allied 
Forces, provided that such telegrams relate to the supply 
of goods to that territory. Personal or domestic telegrams 
can only be allowed when addressed to members of the 
Armies of Occupation. 

In every case the telegrams must be in plain language 
and written in self-explanatory English or French. The 
service is uncertain and the telegrams are liable to delay. 





ORDERS CANCELLED. 


ORDERS DEALING WITH WOOLLEN AND 
WORSTED TRADES. 

By an Army Notice issued on the 3lst March, 1919, the 
Army Council have cancelled thirty Orders relating to Raw 
Wool (including Fleece and Skin Wool and Off-Sorts) and 
Sheepskins. The Order of 4th December, 1917, regulating 
the use of olive oil in the production of Tops and Yarns has 
also heen cancelled, and also the Woollen and Worsted (Con- 
solidation) Order, 1917, dated the Ist January, 1918. 

The only Orders relating to Raw Wool and Tops which 
remain in force are:— 

1. The Colonial and Foreign Wools (Guarantees) Order, 
1916, under which persons engaged in the purchase or sale 
of wool may be required to enter into such guarantees with 
respect to such purchase or sale as may be determined. 

2. The Wool (Returns) Order, 1917, which confers power 
to require all persons engaged in the production, manufac- 
ture, sale, distribution, transport, storage or shipment cf 
wool, or of any article or material wholly or partly manu- 
tactured therefrom, or of any article required for or in 
connection with the production thereof, to give such 
particulars as to their business as may be required. 

The repeal of the Woollen or Worsted (Consolidation) 
Order, 1917, cancels as from 31st March, 1919, the scheme for 
rationing Wool, Tops, Noils and Worsted Yarn which formed 
Schedule ‘‘A”’ to that Order. 

The whole of the rationing scheme will therefore cease to 
operate on and after 1st April, 1919, and all monthly reports 
and delivery certificates will therefore be discontinued as 
from that date. This applies to Spinners’ forms R.8 and 
R.84, Home Yarn Merchants’ forms R.7, Export Merchants’ 
forms R.64, and the certificates for Yarn, Nos. D.2, D.6, 
0.7, and D.7. The cancelling of the rationing scheme auto- 
matically withdraws all notices served on spinners and 
merchants suspending deliveries of yarn to manufacturers. 

For the months of April and May spinners and manu- 
facturers were invited to apply for the quantity of Wool 
Tops and Noils which they required, and which would he 
issued at fixed prices; but it was clearly indicated at the 
time that while the Department would be in a position to 
meet the applications in bulk, it could not accept any 
lability to supply specific qualities in any of these com- 
modities, Applicants have now been informed of the quanti- 
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ties that it has been found possible provisionally to allot. 
The arrangements already notified for making application 
for allotments under such rations will remain in force. As 
already notified, no iirm is under any obligation to take the 
whole or even a part of these optional rations of Wool and 
Noils from the Department. This does not affect obligations 
carried over from the December-March period. 

With regard to Yarn for export, the quantity is at present 
under discussion between the Home and Allied authorities 
concerned, and it is expected that a statement on the matter 
can shortly be made,

hand. purchases, etc., as hitherto.

The terms of reference are as follows: — 

‘“‘To consider and advise upon applications received by the 
Treasury for licences under Defence of the Realm Regula- 
tion (30F) for fresh Issues of Capital, with a view to preserv- 
ing Capital during the reconstruction period for domestic 
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purposes within the United Kingdom, and to preventing 
any avoidable drain upon Foreign Exchanges by the expor 
of Capital, except where it is shown to the satisfaction of 
the Treasury that special circumstances exist.”’ 

The Treasury has laid down for the guidance of the Capital 
Issues Committee the following general principles in regard 
to the giving or withholding of sanction to applications for 
licences. 

During the war the object of the control was to prevent 
all Issues for purposes not immediately necessary for the 
successful prosecution ot the war, with a view to conseryin 
the whole of the capital resources of the country for the 
needs of the Government and the immediate needs of wary 
industries. 

The main object now is to protect the Foreign Exchanges 
and to conserve the capital required for development within 
the United Kingdom. 

In considering the applications made to them, the Com. 
mittee will, therefore, take into account the extent to which 
the proceeds of the issue will be expended within the United 
Kingdom, and the assistance which the issue may be expected 
to give to British trade. Preference will be given, ceteris 
jarribus, to those cases in which the proceeds of the issue 
are to be applied in British Dominions Overseas. 

It is proposed that the control should be confined to pro. 
posals to raise Capital from the general investing public, 
and should not concern itself with the supply of Capital as 
between individuals and firms where no marketable share 
or security is issued (except, of course, in regard to Foreign 
investment to which the provisions of Defence of the Realm 
Regulation 4lp apply). 

Further, it is not proposed to interfere with rearrange. 
ments of existing Capital or reconstruction of existing 
companies which do not involve the raising of any additional! 
Capital. 

lor this reason the issue of shares by private companies 
as fully paid up otherwise than in cash to the vendors of 
undertakings converted into such companies, and proposals 
for the subdivision and consolidation of existing shares and 
securities, and for the capitalisation of reserves arising out 
of undistributed profits will be licensed as a matter of course, 

In order that applications may be dealt with expeditiously 
and oral evidence heard in support of them when necessary, 
arrangements will be made for the Committee to sit by 
panels for the purposes of such hearings, the decisions of the 
panels to be subject¢to confirmation by the full Committee, 
No application will be refused without giving the applicant 
an opportunity of presenting oral evidence, if he desires to 
do so.

Issues OF CAPITAL UNDER PRIVATE ACTs. 

The Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury give

INCREASES IN 1918. 


These figures serve to indicate that the crop of 1918 was 
iarger than that of 1917 as regards the following articles; 
eecellent for wheat (123-1 per cent.), rye (121-3 per cent.) 
and linseed (118-1 per cent.); good for barley (113-2 per 
cent.); slightly larger for tobacco (106-1 per cent.), oats 
(104-7 per cent.) and cotton (100-9 per cent). On the con- 
trary, the yield was /ess for sugar beet (97:7 per cent), wine 
(90-1 per cent.), potatoes (89-1 per cent.), maize (84:4 per 
cent.) and particularly for rice (72:7 per cent.). 

As compared with the average yield of the five years 1912- 
1916, that of 1918 was Jarger for tobacco (124°8 per cent.), 
barley (105-6 per cent.}), oats (105°5 per cent.), wheat (103-1 
per cent.) and wine (100-2 per cent). On the other hand it 
was decidedly lower for maize (92-5 per cent), rye (91:5 per 
cent.), cotton (87:7 per cent.), linseed (83-8 per cent), rice 
(83-6 per cent), sugar beet (83-2 per cent.) and potatoes 
(81-9 per cent.). 

With regard to the crops in the southern hemisphere for 
i918-19, the Union of South Africa has furnished the In- 
stitute with the data of its maize production; being 
10,704,724 quintals, or 122-9 per cent. of that of 1917-18 and 
125-4 per cent. of the average for the five years 1912-13 to 
1916-17. 

Winter Sowincs, 1918-19. 

Turning to the winter sowings of the grain crops for the 
agricultural year 1918-19 in the northern hemisphere, be- 
sides the data already published in last month’s Bulletin, in- 
cluding returns from Denmark, Canada, the United States, 
and British India, the March Bulletin contains the following 
particulars, stated in thousands of hectares : — 

Wheat: France, 4-487; Alsace-Lorraine, 67; Japan, 551. 
Rye: France, 734; Alsace-Lorraine, 53. 
Barley: France, 104; Alsace-Lorraine, 4; Japan, 1-186. 
Oats: France, 668; Alsace-Lorraine, 8. 

On Ist March, 1919, the condition of cereal crops was good 
in Great Britain and Ireland and in Egypt; fair in Tunis; 
average in Italy and in Japan; bad in Luxemburg. 

The agricultural portion of the Bulletin concludes with tlic 
most recent information that has reached the Institute as 
to the number of live stock in France and in Morocco. As 
regards all the classifications dealt with excepting sheep in 
both countries, pigs in France, and goats in Morocco, there 
is a decided increase in the numbers.
